Ballpark 
Robbery 


T MUST be an election year: All 
F of a sudden, every politician in 

California seems to be crusading 
against sleaze. Both houses of the 
Legislature are moving forward on 
ethics reform bills, Senator Montoya 
is getting kicked out the door, the at- 
torney general is complaining about 
the way the former mayor of San 
Francisco is financing her campaign 
for governor. . .and here in town, the 
district attorney himself is announcing 
that he’s going to haul a Sacramento 
developer and local political consul- 
tants before a criminal grand jury in 
the investigation of the great Ballpark 
Campaign Robbery. 

It all seems so important: The 
front-page headlines. The bold 
statements of shock and alarm from 
the Mayor’s Office. The fuzzy, scowl- 
ing mugshots illustrating the latest 
“admissions’’ of the shadowy Gregg 
Lukenbill. I wish I didn’t know any 
better. I’d love to be impressed. 

Id love to believe that Arlo Smith 
has suddenly fallen off a mule, heard 
the voice of the Lord and converted 
into a fearless avenger determined to 
end corruption and sleaze. I’d love to 
believe that Art Agnos is really 
outraged that an out-of-town 
developer helped raise a big chunk of 
cash to influence a local election. I’d 
love to believe that some amoral 
political hacks had finally been caught 
trying to launder money for a sleazy 
last-minute hit mailer. 

But somehow, IJ can’t get rid of 
that awful, cynical, rotten feeling that 
tells me we’re all being had. 

As far as I can tell (without the 
benefit of inside leaks form the DA’s 
Office), the only thing Lukenbill has 
“‘admitted’’ is that he called a few 
business associates to solicit campaign 
contributions. I’m sure the contrac- 
tors got the unspoken message — that 
a nice donation to the No on Prop. P 
campaign would keep them on 
Lukenbill’s Christmas Card list, and 
maybe provide that extra edge on a 
contract bid sometime down the road. 
Of course that’s sleazy — but it also 
happens in every major campaign in 
every major city in California. And 
I’ve never heard Smith or Agnos utter 
a word about it. 

The only obvious difference I can 
find between the mayor’s pro- 
ballpark campaign and the notorious, 
secretive anti-ballpark effort was that 
the pro-ballpark campaign raised 
about ten times as much money and 
it lost. 

Is Arlo Smith going to haul Bob 
Lurie in front of the grand jury and 
ask him if he called Harry M. 

Stevens, which sells concessions at 
Giants games, to solicit a $20,000 
contribution? Will he bring in the 
president of Spectacor to ask whether 
any construction firms that helped 
finance Yes on P did business with his 
company, and if so, whether he or 
any of his associates pressured them to 
contribute or promised some sort of 
quid pro quo? 

Maybe. But if that’s on Smith’s 
agenda, he’s doing a wonderful job of 
keeping it out of the press.

Preventing 500,000 evictions 


be a basic human right. That’s not such a 

radical concept: More than 40 years ago, in 
the preamble to the Housing Act of 1949, Congress 
set as a minimal national goal ‘‘a decent home and 
suitable living environment for every American 
family.’’ And in the years that followed, the fed- 
eral government actually took some steps to move 
in that direction. The programs were limited, in- 
adequate and occasionally counterproductive — but 
some of them actually made it possible for millions 
of low-income families to find adequate housing 
without spending half their income. 

One of the most popular — and in the short term, 
effective — federal housing programs came into be- 
ing during Lyndon Johnson’s War on Poverty. 
The premise was simple: Private developers could 
get dirt-cheap government mortgages if they 
agreed to use the money to build low-income rental 
housing. Across the nation, some half-million af- 
fordable housing units went up. In San Francisco, 
more than 5,000 households currently live in apart- 
ments built under the subsidized-mortgage pro- 
gram, in neighborhoods from Broadway to Dia- 
mond Heights to Hunters Point. (See story, page 17.) 

Developers got a fair deal at the time (interest on 
the mortgages was as little as 1 percent), and the in- 
vestors who have purchased some of the properties 
(and assumed the mortgages) have generally man- 
aged to earn a very reasonable rate of return despite 
the low rents. But in a city like San Francisco, a 
reasonable rate of return is no longer enough for 
real estate speculators. Without the rent restric- 
tions, the apartment buildings constructed in the 
1960s and 1970s would be worth many, many times 
their original cost. The property owners could be 
making a killing. : 

And all over the country, the owners of subsi- 
dized-mortgage apartments are preparing to do 
just that. You see, the law that established the cut- 
rate mortgage program had a bit of fine print: 
After 20 years, the developers are allowed to buy 
back the mortgages and convert the buildings into 
market-rate housing. 

All over the country, that note is coming due. 
Half a million low-rent apartments are about to 
disappear. “ 

It’s a human tragedy of massive proportions, a 
social and political bombshell waiting to explode. 
And the best anyone in Washington can do is 
scramble for a way to delay the crisis. 

In the United States, housing policy is a growing 


D ECENT, AFFORDABLE housing ought to 


national disgrace. Homelessness gets worse by the 
day. Many families routinely pay more than half 
their income for housing. Most Americans 
now cannot afford to buy their own homes. 

At a time like this, those half million low-rent 
apartments are a public resource to be protected 
and defended. Once they’re gone, it will probably 
be a long, long time before this country will come 
up with the money to replace them. 

Preserving those low-rent apartments could be 
relatively simple. If the property owners don’t feel 
the terms of their mortgages allow them the return 
they want, fine. Let them sell out — for what they 
paid, adjusted for inflation — to the tenants who 
live in the buildings, or to nonprofit housing 
groups that agree to keep rents at their below- 
market levels. Offer the new buyers the same low- 
rate government mortgages the developers got. 


estimates, the cost of providing financing and 

other assistance to allow tenants and non- 
profit housing groups to buy up all 500,000 en- 
dangered apartments could exceed $10 billion, But 
a country that spends $300 billion a year on a 
military that’s having a hard time finding enemies 
anymore can afford to spend $25 billion, just once, 
to preserve half a million affordable apartments. 

We’re pleased that Representatives Nancy 
Pelosi and Don Edwards have introduced a bill 
that would stave off the worst impacts of the crisis 
for a few years. But the allocation, roughly $1 bil- 
lion, is nowhere near adequate for the task. 

Pelosi and Edwards could show some real, bold 
leadership by expanding their bill to do what needs 
to be done. If nothing else, Congress and the 
American people ought to see the price tag for pre- 
venting the next deluge of homelessness for a mil- 
lion people — and judge the alternatives. 

In San Francisco, Supervisor Doris Ward 
is discussing legislation that would require the 
owners of subsidised-mortgage buildings to give 
their tenants the first shot at buying the property. 
The Redevelopment Agency is considering a bond 
act to help with the financing. Mayor Agnos has 
testified before Congress on the issue. 

Those are positive steps, but they’re just a start. 
For a crisis of this magnitude, the local response 
has been too slow and too limited. The developers 
and speculators have declared war on affordable 
housing; it’s time for the city to haul out the heavy 
artillery and start returning fire.

Panama opposition arrests: 
A group of U.S, human-rights 
leaders including former 
attorney general Ramsey 
Clark has Issued a statement 
condemning political 
repression by Panama's new, 
U.S.-installed government. The 
newly formed Independent 
Commission of Inquiry on the 
U.S. Invasion of Panama says 
it has received information 
that the Panamanian govern- 
ment has ordered the arrest of 
74 Panamanian opposition 
leaders, including ‘‘not only 
former Officials of the recent 
years but also many prominent 
Panamanians associated with 
the cause of Panamanian 
independence and sovereignty 
since prior to 1968." 

The commission sent an 
open letter to President 
George Bush, charging that 
“this arrest order, together 
with the thousands of arrests 
that took place after the 
invasion, constitute a clear and 
continuing effort by the United 
States to intimidate and crush 
any democratic opposition and 
all voices of independence.” 
The letter demanded the 
“withdrawal of all U.S. civilian 
and military personnel”’ from 
Panama.

GRASSROOTS 
COALITION: 
NEW START FOR 
HEADSTART? 


AGENCIES BASED in the Chinese, 
Hispanic, black and Southeast Asian 
communities are working to form an 
unusually broad multi-ethnic consortium 
to compete for the grant to run San 
Francisco’s Headstart program starting 
next June. 

Controversy and financial mismanage- 
ment have plagued local administration of 
this important federally funded preschool 
education program for at least a decade — 
last fall, financial problems reached such 
crisis proportions that the centers 
remained closed and the administering 
agency, California Human Resources, 
Inc., gave up its Headstart contract. 

In the midst of that crisis, ‘‘the idea 
came from the community agencies, the 
staff and the parents that we could 
organize to run Headstart ourselves,”’ said 
Vu-Duc Vuong, director of the Southeast 
Asian Refugee Resettlement Program, one 
of the agencies forming the new 
consortium. 

Last month almost all San Francisco’s 
Headstart centers reopened under the 
auspices of Far West Laboratory for Edu- 
cational Research, which has a temporary 
grant to administer the program until 
June. But the idea of a community con- 
sortium to run Headstart had taken hold, 
and the planning group continued to meet. 

Among them, participants represent the 
black, Hispanic, Chinese and Southeast 
Asian communities that include almost all 
San Francisco’s Headstart children. In 
addition to Vuong’s group, the Western 
Addition’s Parent-Infant Neighborhood 
Center and CAHEED of Bayview/ 
Hunters Point have officially signed on. 
The boards of Kai Ming Headstart center 
and the Mission Neighborhood Centers — 
which now run Headstart programs as 
subcontractors for Far West Laboratory 
— have agreed in principle to participate 
in the community consortium, but have 
not yet met to pass on the specifics. The 
consortium plans to hire a consultant to 
draw up the details of the proposal, which 
must be submitted in early March to the 
federal Agency for Children, Youth and 
Families. 

The decision to form a community- 
based Headstart agency grew out of years 
of frustration. “‘Historically,”’ said Elisa 
Miranda of Mission Neighborhood Cen- 
ters, ‘‘Headstart has been managed by 
large institutions disconnected from the 
community and not necessarily always re- 
sponsive to the needs of the community.”’ 
Although in theory Headstart has retained 
from its Great Society origins an emphasis 
on involving parents and empowering low- 
income communities, the agencies that 
administered the programs have not al- 
ways implemented these requirements in a 
meaningful way — failure to do that was 
one of the charges against CHRI. 

Meanwhile, Far West Laboratory also 
plans to apply for the grant to administer 
Headstart. Donna Bellorado, Headstart 
director for Far West Laboratory, said she 
is pleased with how the program has gone 
since her agency took over and that ‘‘a lot 
of the programmatic concerns’”’ of the 
community coalition ‘‘are being handled 


by us as we proceed.”’ 

She cited parent involvement in the re- 
cruitment and selection of new staff mem- 
bers, and a planned training program to 
familiarize parents with their rights under 
the Headstart mandate. 

On the issue of cultural sensitivity, 
Bellorado said that ‘‘is always a priority,” 
emphasized in staff training programs. 

Far West Laboratory, she said, is 
committed to continuing its status as “‘sole 
fiscal agent’’ but hopes to provide 
culturally relevant programs by subcon- 
tracting the actual operation of Headstart 
centers to community groups. Chinese and 
Hispanic agencies already run some 
Headstart centers, and Bellorado said she 
is currently trying to find a community 
agency to administer the centers in 
predominantly black neighborhoods. 

But Mel Miles, director of PINC, said 
the community groups want ‘‘control over 
the resources, so we can provide services 
specifically relevant to each ethnic group.” 
Miranda also expressed concern that, as a 
research organization, ‘‘Far West Lab has 
no track record of providing direct 
services’’ and that ‘‘now in the program 
there is no linkage to direct community 
input.” 

Meanwhile, acting at the formal request 
of Congreswoman Nancy Pelosi and 
Mayor Art Agnos, the federal Health and 
Human Services Department is conducting 
an investigation of San Francisco Head- 
start’s last administering agency, Cali- 
fornia Human Resources, Inc. Elliot 
Kramer, HHS regional inspector general 
for investigations, told the Bay Guardian 
the inquiry will examine charges of ‘‘theft 
of government property [and] the embez- 
zlement of Headstart funds.”’

BURTON, BROWN 
ADVICE IS FREE 

— AND WORTH 
EVERY CENT 


AS THE STRIKE by workers at the San 
Francisco Association for Retarded 
Citizens headed into its second week (see 
Bay Guardian, 1/31/90), association 
director Patricia Kemerling received a 
lecture on labor relations from state 
Assembly Speaker Willie Brown (D-SF) 
and Assemblyman John Burton (D-SF). 

“We are. . .concerned that state funds 
are being properly utilized to provide 
quality services to California’s develop- 
mentally disabled citizens,’’ wrote Brown 
and Burton in a Jan. 29th letter to 
Kemerling. “‘Good labor relations is a 
necessary component of quality services. It 
is most unfortunate that the low paid but 
dedicated employees of ARC have had to 
resort to strike activity merely to gain a 
modest 5 percent wage increase to become 
effective next July. We are advised that 
there has not been a general increase in the 
wage scales since 1981.” 

Despite the assemblymembers’ concern 
for quality services for the disabled, state 
funds for the nonprofit agency, which is 
the primary provider of services, training 
and jobs for San Francisco’s retarded 
adults, have been reduced by about 1 per- 
cent a year for the past five years, and the 
state makes no provision for cost-of-living 
increases for the agency or its employees.

“‘Tt’s quite extraordinary that Brown and 
Burton would send such a letter when our 
State funding is reduced every year,” 
Kemerling told the Bay Guardian. 

Low pay, and a resulting 30 percent 
turnover rate, are indeed the main issues 
that pushed the workers, members of 
Social Services Union Local 535, to strike 
Jan. 22nd.

A secretary in Burton’s office confirmed 
that the assemblyman has introduced no 
legislation for services to the retarded. 
Chuck Dalldorf, Brown’s press secretary, 
was also unable to point to any specific 
initiatives Brown had taken on behalf of 
Services to the disabled, saying only, 
“{Brown] has always had a history of 
fighting decreases in health and human- 
services funds during the budget process.’”’

HUMAN RIGHTS 
IN A WAR ZONE: 
NICARAGUA 
LOOKS WITHIN 


MANAGUA, NICARAGUA 


REVOLUTIONS have remarkable 
consequences. One day, a person is 
languishing forever — eight years must 
have seemed like forever — in a putrid 
prison. A few years of insurrection later, 
and he’s President Daniel Ortega. 

Or a prisoners’ rights lawyer, like Vilma 
Nunez de Escorcia, is thrown into jail 
because dictatorships don’t like prisoners’ 
rights lawyers, much less outspoken 
feminist prisoners’ rights lawyers. She 
eventually gets out, too, and less than a 
year later finds herself assistant chief 
justice of her country’s Supreme Court. 

After seven years there, Nunez accepts 
the presidency of the National Commis- 
sion for the Promotion and Protection of 
Human Rights. Her job is to lead 
investigations into any and all human 
rights violations in Nicaragua. 

Nunez freely admits the human rights 
situation in Nicaragua is far from totally 
positive. Making things more unpleasant is 
the presence of three other self-defined 
human rights organizations in the country, 
each with links to United States right-wing 
foundations and disinformation 
specialists. 

On the same day in early February that 
the following interview took place, Nunez 
held a press conference to denounce a dis- 
information campaign by those groups. 
The Sandinistas had recently announced 
imminent clemency for more than a 
thousand prisoners convicted of military- 
related crimes. These included the most 
notorious torturers and murderers in the 
U.S.-backed Contra army, as well as the 
Contras’ predecessor organization, dicta- 
tor Anastasio Somoza’s national guard. 

Despite an extensive investigation less 
than six months ago by the International 
Red Cross and America’s Watch that con- 
cluded the Nicaraguan government was 
telling the truth about how many prisoners 
it held and where it held them, the disin- 


the highest on the continent. Of every 
1,000 babies born, 200 died in infancy. 
Sanitary conditions were completely 
inadequate. Hospitals had minimal free 
care — if you wanted good treatment, you 
had to pay. In general, that’s how it was. 


The promotion of human rights in 
Nicaragua seems to be quite serious now. I 
see the United Nations Declaration of 
Human Rights on posters in peoples’ 
homes. And this must be one of the few 
countries where it, and other international 
human rights treaties, are printed in the 
phone book. 

The politics of this government is one of 
absolute respect for human rights. This is 
shown not only by the laws that are passed 
and by the ratification of various interna- 
tional agreements, but also by our open- 
door policy for all serious international 
human rights groups. They visit our 
country repeatedly. 

Nevertheless, there’s no way you can say 
that there isn’t a problem of human rights 
violations in this country. But I think you 
have to analyze the situation in the follow- 
ing way: There are human rights 
violations, but they don’t reflect a political 
position on the part of the government. 
They aren’t massive or systematic and 
everything is done to punish those 
responsible. 

America’s Watch, in its latest report, 
said that Nicaragua is the only country in 
Central America which has tried, con- 
victed and given long sentences to human 
rights violators in its own army. In 
addition, you can’t analyze the human 
rights situation without taking into 
account the war of aggression. 


Your commission has investigated, 
extensively, the results of the Contra war 
on the Nicaraguan human rights situation. 
What are your general conclusions? 

We don’t believe that you can talk 
about human rights as individual rights. 
We believe there is an unavoidable inter- 
dependence between civil, political, social 
and economic rights. And we also believe 
we have what we call ‘‘third generation”’ 
rights — the right to development, the 
right to self-determination and the right to

peace. 

So you can’t say that there can be 
complete human rights in a country that’s 
being invaded, because its right to self- 
determination is being blocked. Therefore, 
we say that when the United States started 
this war of aggression against our country, 
it not only violated the right of self- 
determination, it limited the full exercise 
of human rights. 


There’s a general perception in the United 
States that the war is over and the Contras 
are just waiting to be demobilized to 
Nicaragua, Miami or elsewhere. 

The belief that the war is over is far 
from a certainty. In fact, the war 
continues. We’ve just been reading the 


world economic disorder, and it certainly 
affects us. 


A lot of human rights suffer when there’s 
poverty. The two that I’ve noticed most 
here are those of women and children. 
Especially here in Managua, where family 
structures seem to have broken down and 
there are quite a few malnourished 
children begging on the streets. 

There are some measures the 
revolutionary government has taken to 
deal with this matter, but they’re insuffi- 
cient. It’s a problem the government has 
to confront immediately. It can’t be 
delayed. We have to find the resources. 

Don’t think we aren’t worried about 
it — we’re very worried about it. And 
we’ve seen it get worse in the past three 
years. Ten years ago, right after the

Nicaragua is suffering a major economic 
crisis, and this is due to several factors. 
Primarily, it’s due to the war, which did 
two things. First, it destroyed a lot of our 
country’s economic infrastructure. And 
then, it forced the government to put the 
resources necessary for our socio-eco- 
nomic defense into military defense 
instead. 

In addition, our economy suffers from 
our people’s lack of administrative 
experience — we’re the first to admit that. 
And finally, there’s the fact that we’re not 
an island in the middle of some enormous 
ocean. We’re part of a group of nations 
which is suffering the consequences of 
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the United States and the opposition. This 
is completely false. Periodic elections here 
are part of our government’s philosophy, 
and were part of our first proclamations. 
They’re a part of democracy, which is part 
of the human rights picture. 

In addition, there’s an important 
precedent being set here in the election- 
observer system. I don’t think there’s ever 
been an election as observed as this one, 
and I hope the observers do their job 
correctly — which is not to come here and 
tell us how to run our elections, but to 
come and see how we’re doing it, and then 
tell the world the truth!

DISASTER 
OF THE WEEK 


The San Diego Superior 
Court decided Monday that 
Robert Alton Harris will be 
executed on April’ 3rd — the 
first execution of a California 
inmate in 23 years. 

Harris was found guilty of 
the cold-blooded murder of 
two young boys in 1978. He 
has spent the last 11 years on 
San Quentin's death row. 

As advocates of the death 
penalty argue, Harris certainly 
should be punished for his 
awful crime — and he is clearly 
a threat to society. The families 
of his young victims-are still 
suffering from the grief and 
pain his actions have inflicted 
upon them. 

But what will executing 
Harris accomplish? Will his 
death in San Quentin's gas 
chamber deter some future 
murderer? Will violent crime 
decline? 

Not if past trends are borne 
out. There has been no evi- 
dence to show that death- 
penalty statutes and execu- 
tions have any significant 
impact on crime. In fact, all 
such studies show no impact 
whatsoever. 

There is no denying that the 
public is crying out for relief 
from the dangers of increasing 
crime. New jails are being built 
across the country as voters 
keep giving overwhelming ap- 
proval to prison-construction 
bond issues. 

Public sentiment seems 
strongly in favor of punishing 
criminals more harshly, and 
judges are sentencing con- 
victed felons to longer and 
longer terms. 

A similar impulse to solve 
social problems by getting 
tough drives drug czar William 
Bennett's “war on drugs,’ a 
war fought mainly by police 
departments and the criminal- 
justice system. Bennett's 
strategy gives only a small role 
to education and drug treat- 
ment and ignores the more 
basic needs for education, em- 
ployment and family support. 

Both the insistence on 
harsher punishments for 
crime, including the death 
penalty, and Bennett's law- 
enforcement war on drugs are 
sold to the public with the 
dangerously false promise that 
after a short period of getting 
tough, society will emerge free 
of crime and drugs. 

On April 3rd, if all appeals 
and stays of execution are ex- 
hausted, a crowd will undoubt- 
edly gather outside San 
Quentin, waving placards to 
celebrate Harris's execution. 
Last year a similar crowd in 
Florida, seeming more intent 
on vengeance than justice, 
wildly celebrated the electro- 
cution of a prisoner there. The 
intensity of that celebration 
matched the intensity of the 
country's fear of violent crime. 

Lulling people into a false 
sense of security in the belief 
that these ‘‘wars"’ are actually 
going to protect us, are 
actually going to reduce crime 


* or drug use, is another tragic 


consequence of these 
simplistic non-solutions.

Berkeley on line 


BERKELEY IS full of activities and re- 
sources — but you could spend half your 
free time trying to find them. Unless, of 
course, you know about Community 
Memory. 

Billing itself as a “‘nonprofit public- 
access public information exchange,” 
Community Memory is more than just an 
electronic bulletin board. It’s a commu- 
nity-focused central resource where people 
can make connections and tap into re- 
sources in Berkeley, according to CM staf- 
fer Tom Nemcik. 

You can read messages on subjects 
ranging from automobiles for sale to 
sources of low-cost legal advice and get 
information from such local organizations 
as the City of Berkeley, the Ecology 
Center, and Berkeley TRIP — and you 
can add your own messages to the data- 
base. Reading messages is free; writing 
them costs only a quarter. 

Much city information is being added to 
the CM database. Already you can find 
the city council’s agenda, a listing of open 
city jobs and a community calendar. Now 
several city agencies and departments, like 
the Health and Human Services Division 
of Environmental Health and the rent 
board, are adding their data. 

Conceived in the mid-’70s by a group of 
radical Berkeley computer nerds as a 
model for using high tech for democratic 
communications, Community Memory’s 
first terminals appeared in 1984 at Whole 
Earth Access, La Pena and the old Coop 
stores. ‘‘Since 1986 we’ve been working on 
a new generation of software and hard- 
ware to make the system more powerful 
and useful,” said CM staffer Carl 
Farrington. With a $94,000 grant from the 
Telecommunications Education Trust, 
established by the California Public Util- 
ities Commission, Community Memory is 
kicking off its new expanded system. 

And you can attend the grand opening 
party for Community Memory’s new city- 
wide ten-terminal network on Thursday, 
Feb. 15th at one of its locations, Milt’s 
Coin-op Laundromat, 3055 Telegraph (at 
Webster) from 7-10 pm. The evening will 
include food, music, door prizes, talks by 
Berkeley Mayor Loni Hancock and Com- 
munity Memory founder Lee Felsenstein.

Talking back to Pac Tel

Hastings cited again 


HASTINGS COLLEGE of the Law, 
Tenderloin landlord and law school, was 
cited by a city building inspector Jan. 17th 
for the second time in a month for poor 
conditions in one of its residential hotels, 
this time the one at 260 McAllister. 

Once again, as at 270 McAllister, where 
Hastings was cited earlier this year, the city 


building inspector ordered Hastings to 
repair missing plaster in haliways and 
tenants’ rooms, the inspector’s report 
shows. Garbage was again a problem, as 
the garbage chute in the 260 McAllister 
building was inoperable. Windows were 
broken and not properly installed. And the 
roof leaked. 

Look for a similar report from 250 
McAllister, which the college also owns. 


Schools to offer court site? 


THE SAN FRANCISCO Unified School 
District is apparently considering offering 
the 170 Fell St. site to local Superior Court 
judges as a location for a new courtroom 
building. 

The 170 Fell building, adjacent to the 
district headquarters at 135 Van Ness, was 
destroyed by the earthquake. 

If such an offer were made — it has yet 
to be presented to the Board of Education 
— it could put a serious crimp in Hastings’ 
plan to build a new courthouse on its 
properties in the Tenderloin. 

Local judges are apparently getting a bit 
skittish about dealing with Hastings over 
the Tenderloin site, since to build a court 
building there, it would be necessary to de- 
stroy some 300 units of affordable housing. 

Hastings, meanwhile, has apparently 
hired community-based housing experts to 
assess the possibilities and costs of re- 
placing those 300 units somewhere else in 
the city. Does this mean Hastings plans to 
go ahead and knock down the rest of the 
buildings? Will Hastings balk at the price- 
tag of some $30 million for replacement 
housing and defy city rules that require 
anyone who destroys housing units to 
create an equal number of new ones? 


With a ton of salt 


COMMUNITY COLLEGE board member 
Julie Tang is considering a run for the Mu- 
nicipal Court, according to sources. Tang 
may run for Judge Albert Wollenberg’s 
seat, if he decides to step down... 

What, by the way, ever happened to the 
city attorney’s investigation into the 
Gay/Lesbian Voters Project, which was 
accused of being a front group for the 
anti-ballpark campaign? This is separate 
and distinct from the ongoing district 
attorney’s investigation into the alleged 
“‘Lukenbill connection’’ to financing anti- 
ballpark fliers, but is probably as polit- 
ically motivated. Bets are the investigation 
into the GLVP is dropped, as no charges 
are substantiated. 


Supes du jour 

FINALLY, KEEP your ears peeled for yet 
another registrar’s goof-up and delay on 
the two-term-limit ballot proposal due for 
this June that would limit supervisors to 
two consecutive four-year terms. 

The idea is also being kicked around for 
the school board... 

Terence Hallinan has dropped out of 
the nuclear-free-zone legislation fight 
coming up in the city. Hallinan was going 
to help push the legislation but has 
apparently decided to back away. Look 
for some heavy money from the likes of 
PG&E and other major corporations to 
weigh in against any nuke-free legislation 
or ballot propositions.

The ’90s: MTV with a conscience

ET SET for some great TV in The ’90s. 
That may sound hard to believe. With the exception 
of a few episodes of The Twilight Zone, TV has very 
rarely been great. In the ’80s, ‘‘great TV”’ was an oxymoron. 
Zapping past plastic blondes, macho cops, paternalistic news 
anchors and tragedy-struck talk-show guests, watching tele- 
vision has mostly been an exercise in passive voyeurism, self- 
loathing or, at best, vague sociological curiosity. 

But The ’90s will change all that. 

The ’90s is a new series unlike anything ever aired on TV. 
It’s television with a bad attitude, political without a party 
line, funny without canned laughter. The ’90sis a montage of 
zany graphics, upbeat songs, documentary snippets and 
sneak peeks into other cultures. It’s a little like MTV with a 
global politico-cultural conscience. 

This irreverent program is being distributed by the public 
television station KBDI in Denver and produced by the Cen- 
ter for New Television in Chicago. It’s being aired nationally 
on 40 cable and public TV stations. 

In the Bay Area, The ’90s premiered Friday, Feb. 2nd, on 
KQEC Channel 32 at 11 pm; it will air on KQED Channel 9 
Tuesday Feb. 20th at 12:30 am and Feb. 27th at midnight. 
And as part of an innovative new cable network, The ’90s is 
playing continuously on Alameda’s cable system. 

The program I watched, one of 14 produced so far, was a 
little confusing at first. It opened with a home-video-quality 
sequence of a man interviewing a young girl with cerebral 
palsy. It wasn’t likea TV-news segment, ‘‘Kids with Cerebral 
Palsy Fight Back,”’ and it wasn’t a quick sound-bite. It was 
just a touching view of a girl describing exactly how it feels to 
be handicapped, and how people treat her. Then the pro- 
gram shifted, oddly, to a Chicago blues band, then to an in- 
terview with bluesman Muddy Waters and to archival footage 
from the early ’60s, showing the mayor of Jersey City describ- 
ing why he thought rock’n’roll should be banned. 

Then there was a video by multiracial South African band 
Savuka with Johnny Clegg and a quick interview by Studs 
Terkel with rock critic Dave Marsh talking about Elvis 
Presley. The program proceeded through a remarkably fun- 
ny demonstration of street cooking in Thailand (‘‘Flying 
Morning Glory’’) and landed on an animated cartoon Albert 
Einstein saying, ‘‘Wait a minute. This is relatively confusing. 
There’s no host.”” 

Aha! There’s no narrator here, no anchorperson sum- 
ming up what we’re seeing with a positive, sleep-tight spin. 
What we’re seeing, as executive producer Tom Weinberg de- 
scribes it, is television that is ‘‘extra real, experiential, with 
little intervention of narrators, interpreters or mediators.” 

This type of demystifying television, which reflects the 
direct experience of the person creating the TV, is not new to 
Bay Area alternative videomakers (or watchers). Weinberg, 
who lived in San Francisco several years ago, says ‘“What 
we’re about is a long history of trying new things on TV.” 

In the ’70s, he worked with a group called TVTV, which 
was the first production group to use portable video and a 
collage-type style to put eclectic, political pieces on the air. It 
became famous — or rather, infamous — for its coverage of 
the 1972 political conventions. About direct-experience tel- 
evision, Weinberg says, ‘‘It has a ring to it. It says that’s the 
way it really is.”’ 

Members of a few other alternative TV groups that are 
participating in The ’90s have been similarly pushing the 
limits of TV for quite some time. One is Paper Tiger Televi- 
sion, which runs rough-budget, humorous segments of 
media about media, such as ‘‘Ben Bagdikian Reads the Bay 
Area Dailies’ and ‘“‘Alexander Cockburn Reads the Wash- 
ington Post.’’ Another is Deep Dish TV, which has taken 
low-budget, alternative and independent documentaries and 
aired them via satellite all over the country. The difference 
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with The ’90s, though, is that it’s a slick, accessible package, 
funded mainly by the John D. and Catherine T. MacArthur 
Foundation, and it’s bringing these underground ventures 
into a more mainstream venue. 

That’s not to say that The ’90s has lost the cheeky political 
perspective of its predecessors. It hasn’t. In segments on 
strip-mining in Kentucky, a march for the homeless in Wash- 
ington, D.C., archival footage teaching ’50s children to 
“‘duck and cover’’ in case of a nuclear bomb, poems by street 
people in Los Angeles and arap song on yuppies, the political 
slant of the show is implicit, but not prescriptive. 

“‘We don’t havea direct political agenda,’’ says Weinberg, 
“although we’re obviously not real keen on the Ronald 
Reagan/George Bush vector.’’ He says the slant is a mix of a 
media agenda, integrity and global values. The issues that 
The ’90s covers include homelessness, drugs, abortion, en- 
vironmentalism and global politics. But they’re not covered 
the way the network news covers them. ‘‘The take we get 
from most of TV is so limited,’’ says Weinberg. ‘It’s Amer- 
ica-centered. We want a global sensibility.’’ 

Regular segments on The 790s include ‘‘Video Cor- 
respondents,”’ short tapes by contributors from around the 
world; ‘‘Global ’90s,’’ tapes from artists in other countries 
showing their culture in their own terms (for example, a 
Brazilian actress explaining her country’s soap operas and 
the power structure of Brazilian media); ‘‘’90s People,” 
commentaries from a diverse group of authors, academics 
and other voices; ‘‘Roots of the ’90s,’’ archival tapes — and 
“*Your Tape Here,’’ an unusual collection of tapes, from 
home videos to corporate ad campaigns, that reflect cultural 
trends of the decade. 

Perhaps more important than simply bringing such visions 
to TV is the grand plan for The ’90s: to really open up televi- 
sion by creating a new network. Already, The ’90s has leased 
eight 24-hour cable systems around the country. The ‘‘chief 
bureaucrat’? of The ’90s, John Schwartz, who started 
Denver’s public station KBDI, acquired these channels 
several years ago by making a deal with United Cable to trade 
excess air time on his educational microwave TV distribution 
system for cable space. “‘More than aTV show, The ’90sis an 
organizing project to set up an alternative TV network,”’ says 
Schwartz, who is president of the Instructional Telecommu- 
nications Foundation, Inc., of Boulder, Colo. 

Currently, those cable stations — including the one in 
Alameda — repeat The ’90s segments for the 24-hour period. 
But The ’90s will soon put additional programming on those 
channels, including documentaries by independent pro- 
ducers, foreign films and tapes. Weinberg says The ’90s pro- 
ducers are also interested in inventing new forms of television 
for the network. ‘‘We want to do things that are live and in- 
teractive,”’ he says. ‘‘There’s a lot of things you can do with 
satellites that Ted Koppel doesn’t do. It just takes vision — 
and we have that.”’ 


AND WHAT ABOUT THIS: An example of good network 
TV lately was KRON’s ‘‘Whatever Happened to Ozzie & 
Harriet?,’’ which first aired Dec. 30th and again last week. 
The show, narrated by Sylvia Chase, was an excellent, in- 
depth look at the Bay Area’s changing families and at how 
women, especially, are coping with working with very limited 
child-care or housecleaning support, in an era of downward 
mobility. The mixture of feminist and family views made for 
a funny juxtaposition of ads: One ad for child-care resources 
was followed up by an ad for family values and the Church of 
Jesus Christ of the Latter Day Saints. Confusing times.

AIDS: The buck never stops

OU ARE invited this week to play a game. It’s called 
AIDS: The Money Game. 

Here’s how it works. Arrange three big, shiny 
mahogany desks in a circle. Behind one desk sits a player who 
is called the mayor. Behind another sits the governor. Behind 
the third you have the president. In the center sits a player 
called the San Francisco AIDS victim. 

The gameis very simple. The AIDS victim rises occasionally 
to ask questions such as these: Who will pay for the drugs that 
can prolong my life? Who will pay for the lab tests that tell me 
if I need the drugs? When I grow sick, who will pay for the 
nurses to come into my home so I don’t have to stay in the 








hospital? Who will pay for the attendant to clean my soiled 
sheets when I grow too weak to walk ten feet to the bathroom? 

Who will pay to save the San Francisco model of compas- 
sionate AIDS care? Who will pay for the overwhelming, 
growing costs of AIDS? 

After each question those who are playing the mayor, 
governor and president fix their faces with a look of genuine 
concern and answer by pointing to each other. 

For the estimated 23,000 San Franciscans infected with 
HIV, the AIDS virus, this is not a make-believe game. As the 
AIDS epidemic enters its ninth year, most of the pressing 
AIDS issues revolve around money. 

“Almost all the battles around AIDS will now be money 
battles,” says Randy Shilts, author and AIDS expert. 

Though other issues like drug testing and discrimination 
are still on the activists? agenda, those concerns are largely 
dwarfed by the growing need for more AIDS dollars and the 
increasing reluctance of local, state and federal governments 
to cough up those funds. 

Nc -is there much chance that the private sector will come 
to the rescue. While insurance companies have reluctantly 
picke upa large portion of the AIDS tab, few believe they’Il 
be wiiling to take a greater share. 

What’s more, scientific advances are, ironically, making a 
shambles of government AIDS budgets. For example, sci- 
ence has in the last two years made it possible to delay the 
onset of full-blown AIDS. But ina study last fall, researchers 
calculated it would cost the nation $5 billion to give life- 
prolonging treatments to just half the estimated 1 million 
Americans who are infected with HIV but who do not yet 
have AIDS. 

As the mind-boggling cost of AIDS becomes clear, gov- 
ernment has responded as it often does to politically ex- 
plosive problems: with new variations of buck passing. 

Just last week the federal government, in releasing its 1991 
budget (for Oct. 1, 1991 to Sept. 30, 1992), indulged in an in- 
genious bit of legerdemain over the AIDS portion of the 
$1.23 trillion budget. 

The feds decided to show an increase in AIDS spending by 
counting all the dollars AIDS sufferers cost the government 
for entitlement programs such as Medicare and Social Secur- 
ity. That bit of sleight of hand seemed to increase the AIDS 
budget by 27 percent. 

In reality, the 1991 AIDS budget is projected to grow by 
just 6.8 percent. Yet in San Francisco, for example, the 
AIDS caseload is expected to increase between 36 and 100 
percent by June 30, 1992. 

And in an example of how an increase can also be a de- 
crease, the budget contained a painful $40 million cut in the 
federal Health Resources and Services Administration’s 
drug reimbursement and home health-care programs. 


In San Francisco, since 1987, the drug reimbursement 
money has paid for most of the cost of free AZT for 1,230 peo- 
ple who don’t have insurance and make too much money to 
qualify for MediCal. AZT is the only government-approved 
drug that fights the AIDS virus. Without it, those infected with 
HIV are much more likely to develop full-blown AIDS. 

AIDS activists believe that federal financing is essential for 
such expensive programs as AZT-based early treatment. 
“The kind of response needed has to come from federal dol- 
lars,’’ said Tom Sheridan, the AIDS Action Council’s direc- 
tor of public policy. “‘It’s always been that way with every 
other disease.” 

In a phone interview, Dr. Sam Matheny, HRSA’s 
associate administrator for AIDS, said of the AZT fund- 
ing cut, ‘‘We’re aware there’s a strong concern nationally 
about the availability of AZT. I think the administration 
feels very strongly that it should not get into financing health 
care for one disease.”’ 

And just in case you had any doubt in which direction the 
Bush administration is pointing its finger, Matheny added: 
“*There’s a feeling [among the feds] that the private sector 
should take up more [of the AIDS cost burden] and so 
should the states.”’ 

But the state has already proposed spending less, not more, 
on AIDS. Last month, Governor Deukmejian called for a 
$11.5 million cut in the state’s AIDS budget, reducing funding 
to $130.8 million out of a total state budget of $53 billion. 

The Duke’s people even argued that the cut wasn’t really 
as big as it seemed, since $4.6 million involved money used to 
build an AIDS research center at San Francisco General 
Hospital. 

As for the city, the mayor and his appointees are adamant 
that San Francisco cannot pay much more than the $11.5 
million it already shells out of the general fund. 

Many AIDS activists in city-funded groups agree that the 
city has contributed more than its share to the AIDS fight. 
But other more radical activists, who have no financial ties to 
the city, argue that what the mayor calls a ‘‘medical earth- 
quake”’ should be met with the kind of financial commit- 
ment that a disaster requires. 

When you talk to Dr. David Werdegar, director of the 
Public Health Department, you see immediately where the 
city’s finger is pointing. ‘The fact remains it [adequate 
AIDS funding] can’t be done with city dollars alone. The 
most important source of funding is the federal government 
and the states.’’ 

So the circle is complete and the question remains: Who will 
pay? As you see, it’s not easy to answer. 

Optimists point out that this year’s budget battles have 
just begun. If local AIDS groups and health departments 
scream loud enough, perhaps a bit more money will be 
doled out. 

In a broader effort to save us from the financial wreck that 
is AIDS, the city’s two congresswomen, Nancy Pelosi and 
Barbara Boxer, are pushing for massive disaster relief for the 
cities hardest hit by the epidemic. The price tag is in the hun- 
dreds of millions. And the chances for winning any time soon 
are not something you would want to bet on. 

In the meantime, the sad reality is that it’s often the people 
infected with HIV who pay. Sometimes with their lives. 


RUMOR MILL: No one wants to be quoted by name, but 
City Hall politicos are buzzing over the fallout from a feud 
between gay Supervisor Harry Britt and the mayor’s gay speech- 
writer, Larry Bush. 

Britt has been fuming for months, insiders say, because 
Mayor Agnos won’t fire Bush, who is a longtime Britt nemesis. 

Frustrated over Agnos’s refusal to bounce his wordsmith, 
the rumor mill has it that Britt — a key Agnos supporter on 
the board — is now threatening to vote against Agnos’s next 
budget. 

Britt’s so angry, says a City Hall source, he recently can- 
celed at least two of his regular weekly Friday get-togethers 
with Agnos. 

The Harry-Larry rift goes back years. But according to 
City Hall observers, it grew in intensity last spring after the 
mayoral aide opposed the supe’s version of the unsuccessful 
domestic partners proposal. Britt denounced Bush privately, 
accusing him of trying to undermine gaydom — acharge that 
Britt has made more than once when confronted with op- 
position from fellow gays. 

Not that Bush was wholly innocent. Rumor millers say 
that last spring, Bush fed a story to the Examiner that re- 
vealed behind-the-scenes disagreements between Britt and 
Agnos over the domestic partners ordinance. The newspaper 
story momentarily threatened to derail the legislation. At the 
time, Bush denied he leaked the information. 

Through it all, Agnos has stood by Bush, reportedly telling 
Britt, “‘T’ll hire my staff and you hire yours.”’ |

The affordable housin 
time bomb 


As federal housing subsidies expire, 10,000 San Franciscans face 
skyrocketing rents and evictions. Meanwhile, politicians have 
waited until the last minute and are scrambling for stopgap solutions

N WHAT promises to be the single 

most important housing issue of 

the early 1990s, San Francisco and 

other major cities across the coun- 

try are facing a devastating blow to 
their affordable housing stock, as 
federal subsidy programs begin to ex- 
pire and half a million low-rent apart- 
ments go on the auction block. 

The battle pits a handful of wealthy 
developers, like Bruce Rozet of Santa 
Monica, against roughly | million low- 
and moderate-income tenants who live 
in private apartments built over the 
past two decades with subsidized 
federal mortgages. For the developers, 
the expiration of rent ceilings could 
mean fabulous profits. For the tenants, 
it could mean eviction and 
homelessness. 

After ignoring the threat for years, 
Congress and the Department of Hous- 
ing and Urban Development have 
begun scrambling for stopgap 
measures to preserve the affordable 
housing units. But so far, no one in 
Washington has been willing to put 
forth the kind of long-term, multi- 
billion-dollar strategy that may be 
necessary to stave off a new wave of 


homelessness. 

During Lyndon Johnson’s War on 
Poverty 20 years ago, HUD enticed 
developers to build affordable rental 
housing by offering cut-rate 40-year 
construction loans. To qualify for the 
loans, the developers had to promise to 
keep rents at a fixed level, well below 
market rate. 

As an added incentive, the law al- 
lowed developers to buy back, or 
“‘prepay’’ the loans after just 20 years 
—at which point they could jack up the 
rents to whatever the market would 
bear. The program proved immensely 
popular, and more than 500,000 apart- 
ments were built with loans that offered 
interest as low as | percent a year. But 
in the mid-1980s, the 20-year terms 
began to expire, and owners across the 
country began lining up to cash in on 
their deal. 

Already, the owners of several thou- 
sand apartments in California have 
paid off their loans and brought their 
rents up to market rate. The result has 
been frightening: Rent hikes as high as 
300 and 400 percent and a 60 percent 
displacement rate, according to a 
report by the California Coalition for 
Rural Housing Project. 

As if that weren’t enough, HUD’s 
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major rent-subsidy program, known as 
Section 8, is also slated to end over the 
next few years. The subsidy program 
targets the lowest-income tenants — 
many of whom happen also to live in 
mortgage-subsidized housing threat- 
ened by conversion to market-level 
rents.

HE EXPIRATION of these 
federal housing-support pro- 
grams has placed a time 
bomb under America’s af- 
fordable housing stock. 

“We are about to start losing, on a 
grand scale, our dwindling stock of 
low-income housing,’’ Representative 
Nancy Pelosi said last year. Together, 
the buying out of cut-rate loans and the 
end of rent subsidies threaten 316,481 
low-income families nationwide with 
homelessness over the next few years, 
she said. 

In San Francisco alone, more than 
5,500 families are at risk of losing their 
homes between now and 1997, accord- 
ing to Mayor Art Agnos’ testimony 
before Congress in 1989. Rents for 
seniors now paying about $200 a 
month, for example, would go up to 
$700, according to the mayor’s figures. 

There are some 77 federally subsi- 
dized buildings spread throughout the 
city in predominantly minority neigh- 
borhoods, including such develop- 
ments as the Geneva Towers in Hunters 
Point, the Notre Dame Apartments on 
Broadway and Van Ness, and the 
Glenridge Apartments in Diamond 
Heights. (Those housing developments 
commonly referred to as the 
““projects’’ are owned by HUD, so they 
aren’t affected by the current changes 
in subsidies.) 

“It’s a huge problem,”’ said Bill 
Rumpf, chief of housing at the San 
Francisco Redevelopment Agency. 
‘Through construction and rehabilita- 
tion, the city adds about 500 to 600 low- 
income units a year to the housing 
stock. And there are 8,000 of these 
units at risk of being lost in the city. 
Losing these units will set us years 
behind in creating low-income 
housing.” 

Future scenarios of mass evictions 
and the doubling of homelessness na- 
tionwide haven’t been lost on politi- 
cians — who nevertheless have waited 
until the last minute to intervene on 
behalf of tenants. So far, the best Con- 
gress has been able to muster is a stop- 
gap moratorium, The moratorium pre- 
vents owners from prepaying their 
loans until September 1990. 

But in the !ong run, the cost of keep- 
ing tenants housed will run into the tens 
of billions dollars. The National Low 
Income Housing Preservation Com- 
mission, a group that includes Carla 
Hills, the former head of HUD, esti- 
mates it will cost $10 billion over the 
next 15 years to protect tenants 
threatened with rent hikes from mort- 
gage prepayments, and another $73 
billion by 1994 to continue Section 8 
subsidies. 

If the current bills in Congress are an 
indication, lawmakers simply aren’t 
facing up to the housing disaster that 
lies ahead. The Low Income Preserva- 
tion Act, for example, authored by 
Pelosi and Representative Don Ed- 
wards, requests a meager $1 billion 
over three years to preserve affordable 
housing. Pelosi told the Bay Guardian 
the act is ‘‘one concrete step in ad- 
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dressing the problem of preserving the 
stock of affordable housing. [But] ad- 
ditional money will be necessary to 
house low- and moderate-income 
Americans.” 

“The Pelosi bill is a step in the right 
direction,’’ said Erica Silverberg, proj- 
ect director of the Coalition for Low 
Income Housing in San Francisco. 
“The question is whether Congress will 
come up with enough money, and in 
time, to prevent the further displace- 
ment of people.” 


OD SPIEKER, an owner of 

four federally subsidzed 

housing developments in the 

Bay Area, told the Bay 

Guardian the current hous- 
ing predicament dates back to 
Johnson’s Great Society. ‘‘Johnson 
knew the only way to get developers in- 
terested in building low-income hous- 
ing was to allow them to opt out after 
20 years,’’ he said. ‘‘But Johnson 
thought that us owners would keep 
building the projects year after year, so 
when the 20 years were up, there would 
be other projects for tenants to move 
into. But Johnson was wrong.” 

Years later, owners stopped building 
affordable housing, in large part 
because Richard Nixon slashed spending 
for the program and Ronald Reagan 
virtually ended it by reducing funding 
for affordable housing from $31 billion

HE SAN FRANCISCO Coa- 

lition for Low Income Hous- 

ing, a project of Catholic 
Charities of San Francisco, is bring- 
ing together Bay Area tenants of 
federally subsidized housing with 
tenants’ rights, senior, church and 
community groups to work for the 
preservation of reduced-rent apart- 
ments and prevent the large-scale 
displacement of tenants that would 
result if the buildings were con- 
verted to market-rate housing. 

The coalition is part of a national 
network organized by the National 
Anti-Displacement Project, which 
links tenants’ groups around the 
country by computer. SFCLIH is 
now collecting ‘‘penny postcards” 
asking for “‘two cents more’’ for 
housing from every federal dollar; a 
delegation from the group will 
travel to Washington to deliver 
them to our congressional represen- 
tatives Feb. 22nd. Currently only a 
little more than one penny of every 
federal tax dollar is spent on housing. 

Locally, SFCLIH is working with 
Supervisor Doris Ward to develop 
city legislation to protect the tenants 
at risk. : 

In San Francisco, 77 buildings in 
the subsidized-mortgage program 
are at risk of being converted to 
market-rate housing, according to 
an inventory of all California build- 
ings at risk, prepared by the Califor- 
nia Coalition for Rural Housing 
Project. The San Francisco Coali- 
tion for Low Income Housing has 
contacts in 21 of San Francisco’s 
buildings at risk and is currently 
seeking to contact people in the fol- 
lowing buildings: Geneva Towers, 
Buchanan Park Apartments, Bay- 
view Apartments, Laurel Gardens, 
Jackie Robinson Apartments, All 
Hallows Garden, Jones Memorial 
Homes, Ridgeview Terrace and 
Unity Homes, If you live in subsi- 
dized housing, if you want more in- 
formation or if you can help, please 
call or write to the coalition director, 
Erica Silverberg, at 558-7170.

to $8 billion, Spieker said. In the 1970s, 
rather than building new housing, Con- 
gress set up the Section 8 rent-subsidy 
program, in which the poorer tenants 
paid 30 percent of their income for rent 
and HUD picked up the rest. 

“Twenty years later, owners don’t 
want to put people out on the street. 
We know there’s a housing shortage,”’ 
Spieker said. ‘‘But at the same time, we 
owners deserve to raise rents to more 
reasonable levels.” 

Spieker and other owners are using 
two tactics to raise rents in the 
developments they own: freeing them- 
selves from HUD’s rent restrictions by 
prepaying their HUD loans after the 
moratorium ends, or staying in the 
HUD program and renegotiating 
higher rents with HUD. Either way, 
Spieker said, most owners will be ask- 
ing for at least a 100 percent rent- 
increase. 

Although the increased rents may 
still be lower than market value, 
Spieker acknowledges that most 
tenants won’t be able to afford the rent 
hike. To prevent tenants from having 
to move out, he said, HUD will have to 
subsidize their rents. If they qualify for 
a subsidy, tenants will have to pay only 
30 percent of their incomes for rent. 

Spieker said he has already negoti- 
ated one contract with HUD along 
these lines. But he said he fears other 
owners will simply prepay their loans, 
thus taking their buildings completely 
out of HUD’s jurisdiction. That would 
probably mean even higher rents. 

According to Spieker, HUD has 
made no effort to reach out to owners 
to keep them in the program. ‘‘HUD 
should be bending over backward to 
negotiate with owners so they won’t 
prepay, or else people may be dis- 
placed. But there is a lack of direction 
at HUD,”’ he said. 

Rick Devine, an affordable-housing 
consultant in San Francisco, is current- 
ly involved in a negotiation between 
tenants and the owner at Glenridge 
Apartments. He said it appears doubt- 
ful at this point that HUD will come up 
with enough money for subsidies to 
prevent large-scale evictions after rents 
skyrocket. 

“So far, all we have is a lot of 
thetoric from [HUD Secretary] Jack 
Kemp,”’ said Devine. ‘‘But the price 
tag will be enormous, and HUD’s 
rhetoric to help tenants exceeds HUD’s 
resources. There may be hundreds of 
thousands of tenants that HUD never 
reaches.”’ 

HUD regional spokesperson Dirk

Murphy discounted these gloomy 
predictions of mass evictions. ‘‘I’ve 
been hearing that thousands of people 
would be on the street for years. It just 
hasn’t happened. We’ve been able to 
keep people in their homes using 
vouchers.”” 

HUD’s solution to the threat of ten- 
ant displacement has been portable 
vouchers. HUD has given vouchers to 
tenants when rents have risen from 
Owner prepayments and when owners 
exercise their option to cancel Section 8 
contracts. Tenants give the vouchers to 
landlords in partial payment for the 
rent, but all low-income tenants don’t 
qualify. HUD reserves the vouchers for 
only the neediest tenants, leaving the 
remaining tenants to fend for them- 
selves, 

In the coming years, as more than 1 
million Section 8 contracts nationwide 
expire, HUD will increase its use of 
vouchers, Silverberg predicted. But 
vouchers don’t work for everyone. 

The Buena Vista Bridgeport Apart- 
ments in Alameda was the first Bay 
Area housing development to lose its 
rent restriction after its owner paid off 
the loan in 1988, before the congres- 
sional moratorium. According to ten- 
ant Clayton Guyton, rents were raised 
121 percent in 30 days. 

HUD responded by giving vouchers 
to 250 of the most needy tenants, who 
stayed in their apartments. But many 
other tenants were caught in the middle 
— they didn’t qualify for the vouchers, 
but they couldn’t pay the rent. 

““We saw nearly 200 families forced 
to leave because they were poor, but 
not poor enough to qualify for 
vouchers. These families lost all hope 
for housing because the local housing 
authority waiting list for subsidized 
housing had over 800 names on it. Now 
it has more. They went to live with 
relatives and friends. Some packed all 
their belongings in a car and headed 
nowhere,”’ said Guyton. 

“T know it’s hard for families who 
don’t qualify for vouchers to make the 
rent,’’ Murphy said. “‘I didn’t follow 
what happened to each family, but I 
don’t know of any families from that 
apartment that ended up on the 
street.”” 

“It’s true that tracking where these 
people went was very difficult,’’ said 
Silverberg. ‘‘But we know that at least 
one family was living in a car because 
the media made a big deal about this 
family.” 

Even for Guyton and others who 
stayed on at the Buena Vista Bridge- 
port Apartments, their future there 
isn’t secure, since in HUD’s voucher 
program, owners have the option of no 
longer accepting the vouchers. ‘‘Every 





day our fear of becoming homeless is 
mounting,’’ Guyton said. 

“The problem with vouchers is that 
we don’t have the housing stock to 
place people with them,’’ Silverberg 
said. ‘‘And many owners just don’t ac- 
cept them. In New York, HUD’s own 
evaluation showed that eight out of 
nine tenants returned their vouchers 
because they couldn’t use them.”’ 


UST HOW this affordable- 
housing mess is working out in 
San Francisco can be seen in the 
current tussle over Glenridge 
Apartments, between Diamond 
Heights and Glen Park. 

Glenridge is owned by Bruce Rozet, 
whose Associated Financial Corpora- 
tion in Santa Monica has some 50,000 
units nationwide, including an interest 
in San Francisco’s Geneva Towers and 
Thomas Paine Square. Rozet’s reputa- 
tion is now on the line: HUD recently 
barred him from future government 
work on charges of fraud, with one 
HUD official calling him and his com- 
pany ‘‘slumlords.’’ Interestingly, 
Rozet the politician was a Jesse 
Jackson delegate to the 1988 
Democratic Convention. He told the 
Bay Guardian his reputation is 
undeserved, and called himself a 
“tenants activist.’” 

Rozet and his 275 tenants at 
Glenridge are now faced off in negotia- 
tions over future ownership of the 
building after Rozet filed a request with 
HUD to prepay his morgage last year. 
Fred Butler, chair of the resident’s 
council at Glenridge, said Rozet has 
been ‘‘an absentee owner who has let 
the buildings deteriorate.’’ Tenants are 
now trying to buy Glenridge, Butler 
said. 

The movement for tenant and non- 
profit buyouts could be the wave of the 
future: Glenridge will test the political 
waters both in San Francisco, where 
the Redevelopment Agency and the 
Board of Supervisors are looking for 
ways to foster tenant and nonprofit 
ownership, and in Washington, where 
Pelosi is asking for $1 billion to fund it. 

Glenridge is a mixed-tenancy 
development with some tenants paying 
market-rate rents and others receiving 
Section 8 subsidies. 

The question at Glenridge is whether 
the tenants can raise the money to buy 
the building from Rozet without hiking 
rents so high that the poorer tenants are 
forced to move or put out on the street. 
That depends on whether Rozet is will- 
ing to come down on his selling price, 
and whether HUD or Congress will 
make rent subsidies available to 
tenants. 

After buying the building for $13 
million in 1983, and after making 
millions more through tax loopholes, 
said Silverberg, Rozet is offering the 
building to the tenants for $28 million. 

Calling himself an advocate of ten- 
ant ownership, Rozet said, “‘I want 
the tenants to acquire Glenridge. | 
think it will empower them and that’s 
good. But I just can’t be charitable and 
give it to them. There has to be some 
give and take from both sides. I haven’t 
made SO cents on this property. I have 
to get a return.” 

Devine, the consultant who is 
negotiating the deal for the tenants, 
said that rents would have to be raised 
by a factor of five for tenants to meet 
Rozet’s $28 million price. ‘‘Rozet is sit- 
ting on a gold mine, and if he doesn’t 
come down in his price, the tenants will 
need federal assistance to make the 
deal. At first HUD said there would be 
no money, but now we are getting 
mixed signals from HUD.” 

While Rozet and the tenants remain 
millions of dollars apart on the price, 
there is always the possibility that Rozet 
will prepay his morgage and sharply 
raise rents, displacing the Section 8 
tenants. ‘“We don’t want to put anyone 
on the streets,”’ said Rozet. ‘‘But I 
can’t say there won’t be any disrup- 
tions.” x

Australia's Great Barrier Reef is one of the worlds 


prime scuba-diving spots

IANT COD Linked to 
4 Diver’s Death,’’ read 
the headline of the 
Cairns Post, the voice 
of tropical North 


Queensland and the Cape York Penin- 
sula, that jutting finger of reef and rain- 
forest that points like an Aussie bush 
knife at the soft underbelly of Papua 
New Guinea. 

**A heavy blow to the forehead by a 
giant potato cod is believed to have led 
to the death of a 24-year-old Innisfail 
man who was found drowned in the 
Cod Hole, near Lizard Island,’’ read 
the lead, which went on to describe the 
“*freak accident’’ as similar to past oc- 
currences in which divers were knocked 
out cold by the big fish and had to be 
rescued by their dive buddies. Friends 
of the dead man onthe Explorer 11 said 
the cod were acting ‘“‘extremely frisky’’ 
at the time of the accident. 

Ishowed the article to my dive buddy 
to help get her mind off sharks. We had 
just signed up for a three-day trip on 
the Explorer 11, and were loading up 
on film, snacks and sunblock at the 
Port Douglas ‘‘News Agency.’’ The 
60-foot catamaran had pulled back in- 
to town and would be taking her next 
consignment of divers on board the 
following evening. 

That night we camped behind a 
couple of Victoria bitters on the porch 
of the Hibiscus Inn with the proprietor 
and a few other blokes and sheilas. He 
was expounding on all the great things 
that could either eat, sting or poison 
you in Australia’s last great frontier. 

“Crocodiles, of course — they’ve 
taken nine people in the last two years 
— then you have your sharks and 
snakes. Reckon we’ve got about seven 
kinds of snakes in the bush, including

the death adder. Then there’s your 
jellyfish, your poison tree and your 
venomous spider. Is there anything in 
America that can kill you?’’ he asked, 
cracking another “‘tinny.’’ 

“Only the people,” my dive buddy 
said, to a hearty round of laughter. Even 
the cane toads sitting around the pool 
seemed to croak their appreciation. 

There’s a bushranger saying that if 
there’s not something bigger and 
meaner than you out there, it’s not really 
a wilderness. Australia’s Great Barrier 
Reef is a vast blue and aquamarine 
wilderness, half the size of Texas. Made 
up of anetwork of 2,600 individual reefs 
and 300 islands, the ‘‘GBR’’ stretches 
1,200 miles along the coast of Queens- 
land, Australia’s northeastern territory. 
The northern sector of the reef, the least- 
explored and most abundant in life and 
color, runs parallel to the Cape York 
Peninsula, a verdant green preserve of 
canopied jungle, empty white sand 
beaches and estuarine river systems. 
Declared a world heritage park in 
1988, Queensland’s wet northern 
tropics is one of the few places on 
earth where the rainforest and living 
coral reef come together. 

Our dive party left port under warm, 
cloudy skies, munching on cucumber 
and prawn sandwiches and soggy 
potato chips. It was ‘‘fair dinkum’’ for 
those who like their holidays wet. We 
were 12 to dive and a crew of seven: 
Aussies, Yanks, a Japanese business- 
man, a BBC cameraman, a Canadian 
divemaster anxious to swim with blue 
starfish rather than blue lips. Me, I'd 
been waiting on this trip since the age of 
12, when I first read a National 
Geographic article about the GBR, 
how this great living maze grew from 
the limestone skeletons of millions of 
tiny coral polyps and _ single-celled 
plants too small to see. Actually, it was 
the picture of the sea snake, whose 
venom is said to be ten times more 
deadly than a cobra’s, that had cap- 
tured my young imagination. 


So here we were, heading out past the 
breakwall into untamed black water. 
We cruised north under an equatorial 
sky bright with constellations and stars 
unseen in northern climes, watching 
the Southern Cross rise and fall and rise 
and fall. The seas were giving Disney- 
land’s Space Mountain a run for the 
money. The first mate, in pirate head- 
rag and earring, banged away below- 
decks to keep the diesels turning while 
the rest of us retired to our cabins, 
hanging on to our racks as we roller- 
coasted into sleep, humming familiar 
tunes for comfort. “‘The weather started 
getting rough, the tiny ship was tossed, if 
not for the courage of the fearless crew 
the Minnow would be lost... .”” 


AWN LIT up the pink un- 
derside of scattered clouds 
over the calm blue shallows 
of the outer reef. A full rain- 
bow arched across our open 
fantail as a seaplane dropped down to 
rendezvous with us. We ate ahearty break- 
fast of eggs, toast and fresh pineapple as a 
Japanese TV crew waited on the seaplane’s 
pontoons for our zodiac to pick them up. 

Nine a.m., 90 degrees and 90 miles 
from shore. It was time to dive the Cod 
Hole. We pulled on our gear, checked 
our buddies’ and stepped off the rear 
platform with a splash. 

The water temperature was a won- 
derfully bathlike 85 degrees, visibility 
about 60 feet. Looking down the an- 
chor chain we could see a dozen big fish 
lazing around a rock and coral garden. 
We swam down to them. Schools of 
yellow-tailed snappers and bright green 
parrots drifted by. One of the crew 
touched bottom with a bucket of de- 
frosted mullet. The big-lipped 
groupers, spotted blokes with huge 
sloping heads, gathered round like 
swine for the slopping. These fish were 
no prissy, multihued reef-dwellers like 
triggers and tusks, aquarium heartthrobs 
in luminescent colors acting like shills for 
Kodak and Agfa. These brutes were of 


the Vance Packard school of fish, ugly, 
but in an attractively fishy sort of way, 
ranging in size from 100 to 250 pounds, 4 
to 6 feet long. 

I sidled up to one and stroked his 
side. He looked at me with a flat, dumb 
fisheye. No food to offer, he wasn’t in- 
terested. Another one was getting 
greedy by the slop bucket. The dive- 
master banged his snout with the lid 
and he took off like a scaly offensive 
linesman. Not a fish you’d want to be 
blindsided by. 

A real estate fella from Sydney was 
wrapping himself around still another big 
cod, riding, stroking and petting it. I 
wondered if the local judiciary had 
morals statutes covering fish molestation. 

Keeping a bit more distance were 
four or five equally large Napoleons, 
blunt-headed, short-tailed creatures of 
bright green and blue. A large, green 
Moray eel came out of his crevice for a 
hand-fed fish and a pat on the head. 
Several large shadows passed over- 
head. Media sharks: The Japanese 
video crew circled above us, twisting 
their underwater camera this way and 
that, hungry for images. 

Weclimbed the ladder back onto our 
boat, happy and hungry. A snack of 
homemade cakes and juices awaited us 
in the galley. As the TV crew trans- 
ferred back to their seaplane and flew 
off, we got into our dive boat routine: 
dive and eat, catch some sun on the 
topdeck while moving on to the next 
spot, then dive, eat, dive, eat, dive. 


UR SECOND dive took 

us to Shark Alley. Most 

of the sharks were out 

with the tide, but we did 

get to see our first giant 
clams. Beautiful, soft mantles of purple, 
green and red mollusk skin opened like 
lipsto the sea, sucking nutrients out of the 
water. Touch them and they would with- 
draw inside their great scalloped shells, a 
second tickle and the shells would snap 
shut with an impatient click. Some were 
embedded deep in the corals. Others 
rested exposed on the sandy bottom, big 
monster bivalves that could easily absorb 
ten gallons of tartar sauce. Protected in- 
side the Barrier Reef, these clams appear 
to have calmed down considerably since 
my early television youth, when they were 
constantly grabbing Lloyd Bridges and 
other movie divers by the legs and trying 
to drown them. 

Our next dive took us to Pixie 
Pinnacle, a coral peak growing along 
the outer ribbon reefs. Here were 
shoals of fish playing in and out of the 
varied corals: soft and hard, fan and 
mushroom, brain and staghorn in 
yellows, greens and pinks. Red-and- 
white-striped clown fish peeked out 
shyly from the protective embrace of 
soft anemones. I wasn’t fooled. Any- 
one who’s picked up a diving 
magazine knows they’re the biggest 
photo hogs on the reef. 

After each dive we’d fill out our log 
books, calculate our depth and time 
and start poring over the fish charts. 
In our first two days, we saw white- 
tipped reef sharks, rays, angel fish, 
squirrel, sea turtle, parrot, pipefish, 
trigger, unicorn, trumpet, bat, puller, 
grouper, barracuda, red emperor, 
razor, wrasse, box and long-snouted 
coral fish, to name a few. The GBR is 
home to more than 1,500 species of 
fish, along with some 4,000 mollusks 
and hundreds of types of coral. 

Night diving adds a particular thrill 
and dream-like quality to any diving 
trip. For my buddy, who had just got- 
ten certified in the cold waters of 
Monterey, night diving Australia’s 
Great Barrier Reef was like getting to 
fly the space shuttle two weeks after 
flight lessons in a Cessna. 

We suited up and dropped down the 
anchor chain. The dive starts like a 
scene from Star Wars: You’ re neutral- 
ly buoyant, weightless as in space, all 
you hear is your own breathing and 
the bubbles from your regulator. 
Flashlight beams like laser swords cut 


through the darkness and are lost in 
infinite space. Then you find the bot- 
tom. There’s another big potato cod 
directly under the boat. A cyalume 
stick glows fluorescent green at the 
end of a rope. Here’s the bommie, a 
flat-topped mesa of coral. It should 
take about half an hour to swim 
around. If we stay together and don’t 
get lost, it should be fine. You’d hate 
to lose your sense of direction 50 feet 
down and ahundred miles from shore. 

We begin to swim along the outer 
edge of the bommie. My mind slips 
from the future into the past. I feel like 
an outrider in the Old West, checking 
the cliff tops and open range for pred- 
ators. Other divers’ lights become 
green glows in the distance. The day- 
feeding fish have slipped away to 
sleep, but the sandy bottom seems to 
hold larger numbers of sea cucum- 
bers, starfish and mollusks. Bristly 
blue coral worms retreat into the 
limestone when you reach out to touch 
them. Big-eyed orange squirrel fish 
peek out from caves. I lift a blue star- 
fish off the bottom, examine it and 
place it back on the sand. The sand ex- 
plodes beneath me; I’ve disturbed a 
sleeping ray. I look up into the face of 
an amused Aussie, who beckons me 
with his light. 

Here is a brilliant aquamarine par- 
rot fish sleeping in the rocks. During 
the day you can hear them munching 
on the coral with their hard little 
beaks. I see what he wants to show me: 
The fish is sleeping inside of a clear 
egg. The egg is made up of spit the par- 
rot spews out around itself every 
night. If a predator breaks the shell, 
the parrot has time to fight or flee. 

The last dive is pure magic — a 
special bommie with a shallow top and 
steep ledges, around it nothing but 
gin-clear water littered with fish. A 
vast garden of coral. And lion fish. 
These majestic fellows wear cloaks of 
feathery fins, striped in cream, yellow 
and brown. They move like Japanese 
geisha fans, fluttering across the coral. 
Their dorsal fins contain a venom that 
can produce excruciating pain and 
respiratory failure. The CIA used to keep 
an aquariumful. 

I follow a blowfish over the edge, 
where a pair of harlequin tusks are 
preening. Looking back, I see a shoal 
of blue and yellow sea perch part like a 
curtain. Behind them a crew member is 
snorkeling after a 7-foot-long, paddle- 
tailed sea snake. This one clearly wants 
no part of big, clumsy humans. It 
swims past me, heading toward the bot- 
tom. I follow it down to 60 feet, but it’s 
headed for 90 and beyond, sliding away 
into the depths. 

I pass our last few hours on board re- 
clining in the zodiac, reading a paper- 
back as we run along a coastline of 
uninterrupted green. Late that afternoon 
we pull into Cook’s Town, the last dot on 
the map before you hit the aboriginal re- 
serves. This is where Captain Cook fixed 
his ship and named the kangaroo. Things 
haven’t changed a lot in the last 200 years; 
the road’s been paved to the edge of 
town, the ceiling fans work in two of the 
three pubs attracting both lizards and 
frogmen and the big white cockatiels still 
squawk at you from the treetops, uninter- 
ested in English as a second language: 
“No, Polly does not want a cracker, so 
bug off, mate.” 

Japanese investors say they’d like to 
put a marina in Cook’s Town, but the 
somewhat beery residents are having 
none of it. They’re quite content with the 
plank dock and the crocodile warning 
sign down by the mudbanks. We all sit in 
fan pub number two, drinking Fosters 
and Four X, a bunch of happy fish 
voyeurs, trading tall tales. None of us 
really want the trip to be over.

Ad- 
mittedly, with no potential for a yield 
more exciting than decent, it’s not quite 
a perfect 10. Still, only the most in- 
veterate investment thrill-seekers 
would be unswayed by the allure of 
these funds. 

Money-market funds are essentially 
huge pools of money managed by mu- 
tual fund companies and other invest- 
ment firms. The funds combine cash 
received from thousands of individual 
investors to buy large-denomination, 
short-term IOUs like corporate com- 
mercial paper, bank certificates of 
deposit and federal, state and local 
government debt. However, the funds 
are legally prohibited from buying 
common stock. In the money fund 
business, short-term means their IOUs, 
on the average, come due in one to two 
months. The interest earned on the 
IOUs is passed on to fund investors 
after a minimal management fee is 
deducted. 

Money market funds are relative 
newcomers to the financial circuit, the 
first showing up in 1971. Their original 
objective was to allow investors with 
limited amounts of cash access to high- 
er interest rates. By consolidating the 
money put up by many small investors, 
money market funds can buy jumbo 
10Us, which pay top rates. Recogniz- 
ing a good deal, investors now have 
about $400 billion of savings in money 
funds. 

Investors in a money market fund 
are issued shares priced at $1 each. The 
fund distributes its earnings as divi- 
dends and, unless instructed otherwise, 
these dividends are automatically con- 
verted into additional shares. This 
system may seem a bit confusing, but 
practically speaking, owning shares ina 
money fund is similar to having a bank 
checking account. 

Money funds supply personalized 
checks, which you can use just like 
bank checks. Most funds let you write 
as many checks a month as you’d like, 
at no charge, but they ordinarily re- 
quire each check to be for at least $250. 
There are no time restrictions on mon- 
ey market fund withdrawals, so your 
cash is always available — basically, 
there’s 100 percent liquidity. Typically, 
it takes a minimum initial deposit of 
$2,500. to open a money fund account. 
(Money fund check-writing and depos- 
it rules do differ, so contact the fund 
for its specifics.) 

Although not federally insured, 
money market funds rank high in safe- 
ty because their IOU holdings have very 
short-term maturities and are excep- 
tionally diversified. In fact, a few 
money funds limit holdings to U.S. 
government-backed securities, and are 
probably safer than some insured bank 
or S&L accounts. 

Money funds normally pay divi- 
dends daily, with your dividends used 





to buy more fund shares each month. 
This payment schedule winds up being 
much the same as earning daily interest, 
compounded monthly, from a bank. 
Money market funds’ major advantage 
over banks is that they don’t make you 
give up yield for liquidity. Money fund 
yields are substantially higher than 
what you can get on an interest-bearing 
bank checking account, and are usually 
equal to or better than the rates on far 
less liquid six-month bank CD rates. 
Last week, the average money market 
fund’s compounded annual yield was 8 
percent, with the best-yielding funds 
returning close to 9 percent. News- 
papers generally publish money fund 
yields every Thursday. 

It’s important to remember that 
money fund yields closely track other 
short-term interest rates. Therefore, 
when U.S. Treasury bill rates or the 
prime rate go up or down, money fund 
rates will soon move in the same direc- 
tion. This is a drawback, of course, 
when rates are heading lower, but a 
boon when they’re climbing. 

Among the higher-yielding money 
market funds are those sponsored by 
the Dreyfus (800-USA-LION), Fidelity 
(800-544-6666) and Vanguard 
(800-662-SHIP) mutual fund com- 
panies. The two money funds that pass 
for ‘‘politically correct’? in socially 
responsible investment circles are 
sponsored by the Calvert Group 
(800-368-2748) and Working Assets 
(800-533-FUND). These funds won’t 
buy IOUs from companies involved in 
South Africa, making bombs or engag- 
ing in odious labor or environmental 
practices. Regrettably, for being PC 
you have to give up about a half- 
percent in yield. 

Socially responsible investors also 
have the option of tax-free money 
market funds. Dividends from such 
funds are exempt from federal and 
possibly state income taxes. To qualify 
for this exemption, tax-free funds must 
stick to state and local government 
IOUs. So, presumably, some of your 
dollars will finance better schools and 
sewers. And, by cutting your federal 
taxes, less of your cash flows through 
the IRS pipeline to the Contras and 
Salvadoran death squads. Tax-free 
money funds do pay a lower yield, but 
if you’re in a high tax bracket it’s more 
than made up for by your tax savings. 

Considering the pickings in the cur- 
rent financial scene, you can do a lot 
worse than a money market fund. It 
may not be all you wished for in your 
“till death do us part’? monogamous 
investment relationship, but at least 
your cash will be safe from a messy 
divorce.

Heart Condition 

Perhaps, on reading the press 
kit and finding under the music 
credits ‘Madam Butterfly, 
composed by G. Pucinni,”’ 
one might not expect too 
much from writer/director 
James D. Parriott’s movie 
One would not be disap- 
pointed. Bob Hoskins plays a 
tough L.A. cop who hates 
lawyer Denzel Washington 
because he's dallied with call 
girl Chloe Webb, whom 
Hoskins loves. Then 
Washington has to defend 
Webb, who was snapping 
photos of a senator when he 
dropped dead, crack pipe in 
hand. The stress gives 
Hoskins a coronary, 
Washington's killed in a car 
accident, and guess whose 
heart Hoskins gets as a 
replacement? The invisible-to- 
everyone-else Washington 
returns to haunt Hoskins, but 
what tries to be comedy isn't, 
as the movie's most consis- 
tent sound is that of lines fall- 
ing flat, alternating with 
assorted nastinesses and an 
ending it would be kind to call 
ludicrous. Even the actors 
can't save this one — better you 
should go to a good perfor- 
mance of Madame Butterfly by 
Giacomo Puccini. (At the 
Kabuki, SF; UA, Berk.: 
Rockridge, Oak.) 


Mack The Knife 
What? Menahem Golan? Of 
garbage-noir fame? Directing 
a version of Bertolt Brecht and 
Kurt Weill's musical The 
Threepenny Opera? Well, it 
certainly won't please the 
purists, but it’s a rousingly live- 
ly cinematic romp enhanced 
by a couldn’t-be-better cast 
From marvelously amorous and 
immoral Raul Julia through 
saucy street singer Roger 
Daltrey, plus unscrupulous 
bogus beggar leader Richard 
Harris, his sweet 16-year-old 
daughter Rachel Robertson 
and cat-house owner Julia 
Migenes, the set-in-a-fictitious- 
Victorian-London movie frolics 
its way through corruption and 
no-casual-dater-he Julia's fake 
marriages (one’s to 
Robertson). Scotland Yard, in 
the form of Bill Nighy, finally 
sends him to the scaffold, but 
there’s a neat twist in the tail, 
the whole lively production 
enhanced by its eye-catching 
costumes and super sets. The 
one annoying drawback is that 
too often the lip synch doesn't, 
but it’s still not enough to 
make the movie synch or 
swim, or make Knife less than 
avery sharp affair. (At the

MICRO 


OU’ VE HEARD of the short short story? The 
mini- vacation? Microsurgery? Get ready for the micro musical. 
For the next month at Climate Theatre (a mini-playhouse), 

you can catch eight complete, overture-to-finale musical com- 
edies in one evening. 

They’re all part of P 
“‘The Ten-Minute @ 


Musicals Project,’’ 
a brainstorm of local 
producer-director Michael Koppy. 

Koppy has a lot of experience with buffet-style entertain- 
ment. For ten years he’s presented the Clio Awards, an annual 
screening of prize-winning 30-second-to-two-minute television 
commercials. Now he’s transferring the ‘‘small is beautiful’’ 
idea to the beleaguered field of musical theater. 

The project started five years ago, when Koppy got wind that 
the New York Shakespeare Festival had invited some heavy- 
weight pop composers — Paul Simon, Barry Manilow, Billy 
Joel, et al. — to submit ideas for new musicals via ten-minute 
“‘teaser’’ tapes. Only one was actually expanded and produced 
(Rupert Holmes’ The Mystery of Edwin Drood), but, says Kop- 
py, “‘I really got excited about doing something with the other 
pieces. I like the idea of shows with economy and elegance, 
succinctness.”’ 

Doggedly determined, Koppy tracked down and reviewed the 
original tapes. He also put out an open call for more, and re- 
ceived 75 submissions in the mail. Eight were selected for the 
project’s debut workshop production at Climate. They’ll be per- 
formed by a cast of 11, accompanied by two keyboard players. 

Not surprisingly, more than half the musicals are based on 
short stories. Composer-lyricist Kenneth Vega created his own 
version of Robert Louis Stevenson’s The Bottle Imp, and Saki’s 
An Open Window has been adapted by Enid Futterman and 
Sarah Ackerman. Saragail Katzman’s The Furnished Room and 
Morrie Bobrow’s Love and Money were both drawn from brief 
yarns by O. Henry, a master of the short-short genre. 

You may well wonder if these little shows aren’t just toss- 
offs, or the theatrical equivalent of fast food. Koppy bristles at 
the suggestion. ‘‘They’re musicals for people with short atten- 
tion spans, but I’m not just pandering to the MTV crowd,”’’ he 
says. “‘All the shows say something.”’ 

If Koppy has his way, The Ten-Minute Musicals Project will 
go on to a larger-scale Los Angeles production and then to an 
East Coast run. The San Francisco version runs Feb. 8th through 
March at Climate Theatre, SF. For information, call 864-3018.

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LIVING WITH APARTHEID 


SOUTH AFRICA: land of apartheid. But 
beyond the headlines and behind the news 
reports, South Africa is also a country of 
homes and families, of love and of 
struggle. 

That point is forcefully made by the cur- 
rent ‘‘Why Are They Weeping? South 
Africans Under Apartheid’’ photo exhi- 
bition at the Richmond Center. The exhibi- 
tion features 100 vivid color photos by 
David C. Turnley, a photojournalist in 
South Africa from 1985 to 1987 for the 
Detroit Free Press. Turnley attempted, in 
his own words, ‘‘to document ordinary 
life, to humanize a situation that people 
understood only from headlines and news 
reports.’’ 

To do this, he roamed all over the coun- 
try’s townships, where most of the urban 
blacks live. They welcomed him into their 
homes, where he photographed moments 
of intimacy and scenes of grief, and cap- 
tured images that reveal the grim realities 
of the black, coloured (mixed race) and 
Indian African people living under the 
Pretoria regime. 


Turnley also attended political rallies, 
mass funerals, government protests, 
church services, prayer vigils and 
marches, defying severe government 
restrictions against attending them. 
There’s a picture of a black township 
youth, standing ready, a lit Molotov 
cocktall In one hand; a photo of a mob of 
blacks ready to torch a suspected Infor- 
mant at a protest; a woman grieving the 
death of her son killed by the police. 

The exhibition and its two-year tour are 
organized by the International Center for 
Photography, New York, and will be at the 
Richmond Art Center from Feb. 1st to 
March 25th. 

Along with, the exhibition, the Art Center 
will present a panel discussion moderated 
by Pearl Marsh, vice chair of the African 
Studies Center at the University of Callfor- 
nia at Berkeley, on Feb. 21st. Prior to the 
discussion, the musical group Zulu Spear 
will perform a cappella. Admission is $3 
for the public and free to Richmond Art 
Center members. For more information, 
call 620-6772.

IREGGAE’S CONSCIENCE 


Marley mentor Joe Higgs brings his message 
of black pride and trust in the future to SF

ACK IN the early ’60s, Joe 
Higgs ran a free music clinic 
at his house in the Trench 
Town section of Kingston, 
Jamaica. Local teens — Bob 
Marley, Peter Tosh and Bunny Wailer 
included — gathered on his porch to 
learn the basics of vocal technique and 
music theory. Higgs, whose tunes 
poured out of local dance clubs and 
public sound systems, spun tough- 
edged urban protest songs that evoked 
the desperate reality of the ghetto. 
Street-smart ‘‘rude boys’’ admired 
Higgs’ pride in Trench Town and his 
determination to give its inhabitants a 
voice. In 1959 he had been beaten and 
jailed on marijuana charges during a 
Trench Town riot. Rather than react- 
ing with vengeance, Higgs called on 
local youth to look beyond ghetto in- 
justices and find security in Rasta 
religious principles. 
One of the first popular entertainers 


to espouse the Jamaican roots religion, 
Higgs’ message of black pride and trust 
in the future became part of the core of 
these young singers’ ideals. But while 
Marley and others capitalized on this 
vision in the next decade, Higgs faded 
from the public spotlight. The 49-year- 
old performer has only released four 
albums in his 30-year career, and is still 
struggling to build a following in the 
United States. ‘‘I’m here today, play- 
ing my music,’’ Higgs says in a thick, 
rolling patois. ‘‘But all people want to 
say about me is that Iam Bob Marley’s 
teacher. I’m proud of that part of my 
history, but it’s like an umbrella hang- 
ing over me that keeps people from see- 
ing my own ability.’’ 

In an interview at his home in South 
Central Los Angeles, Higgs seems 
disillusioned and bitter. He demands 
that we talk on his terms, avoiding 
questions about his past or the political 
implications of his music. He voices 
open cynicism toward what he regards 
as corrupt record companies, ex- 


ploitive filmmakers and an uninformed 
press. 

“J don’t know what approach you 
are taking in coming to see me, orif you 
will misrepresent me in your writing. 
Over the years I’ve read where one 
writer would say something and you 
would see the same line all over the 
place. London, New York, every- 
where. . .things I never said in the first 
place. 

“It’s just another form of exploita- 
tion,’’ he continues. ‘‘These people 
come into an undeveloped nation to 
make a movie or write a book and no 
one in that country is legally capable of 
protecting themselves. These guys end 
up making money off the people and 
the people don’t get anything.’’ 

Higgs’ bitterness would shock 
anyone familiar with his essentially 
positive music. On last year’s Family, 
Higgs explores diverse musical ter- 
ritory, handling rasta chants, African- 
fueled pop and sentimental love ballads 
with equal ease. His sweetly resonant 


voice climbs from gruff, angered in- 
tonations to clear, soulful wailing, and 
each song rings out with a subtle blend 
of passion and wisdom. 

In an updated version of ‘‘There’s a 
Reward,”’ a song Higgs first recorded 
for Coxsone Dodd in 1967, he sings; 
“I’m burning down with shame/ 
There’s no one for me to blame/ 
I shall not give up so easy/There’s a 
reward for me.”’ 

Higgs finds redemption in the suffer- 
ing of the ghetto, and it is this self- 
assured spiritual transformation — 
from desperation and struggle to an un- 
shakeable faith in the future — that is 
the essence of his contribution to 
Jamaican popular music. 

Joe Higgs first picked up a guitar asa 
child, influenced as much by the 
meditative African rhythms of 
neighborhood Rastas as American 
heroes like Fats Domino and the Temp- 
tations. In 1956 he paired up with 
another teenage singer, Roy Wilson, 
and the two won second prizeina talent 
show for Higgs’ song ‘‘Manny-O.”” 

Higgs recorded with Edward Seaga 
(who later became prime minister of 
Jamaica) and Coxsone Dodd until the 
late ’60s, and was one of the first pro- 
test singers to get airplay in Kingston. 
His role as a mentor for young bands 
like the Wailers — advising the group on 
harmony singing, record contracts and 
promotions — grew as he found it in- 
creasingly difficult to get his own 
material recorded. 

According to Higgs, producers were 
no longer willing to take chances on 
hardened Kingston natives. Record 
companies preferred younger singers, 
many fresh from rural Jamaica, who 
were not voicing the realities of Trench 
Town life. 

“Most of the new reggae artists were 
not from the parish of Kingston,’’ he 
explains. ‘‘People like myself who were 
fighting against injustices were con- 
sidered to be protest singers, and we 
were not given any radio play. The new 
singers were not singing about the shit 
that was taking place.’’ 

Higgs turned to the tourist hotel cir- 
cuit to make a living, and in 1969 wona 
contest for a song he wrote to promote 
tourism. His prize was a free trip to the 
United States. 

“J had never been outside of 
Jamaica at that time,’’ he says. ‘‘I was 
encircled by this system that deprived 
me of the opportunity to record my 
music, so I took this as a chance to leave 
Jamaica and see what else was out 
there.”’ 

Impressed with the amount of atten- 
tion reggae was beginning to receive in 
New York, Higgs returned to help fuel 
the mini-Jamaican invasion of the early 
70s. In 1973 he joined the Wailers on 
their debut U.S. tour after Bunny 
Wailer quit the band, and in 1974 he 
toured the country with Jimmy Cliff. 
Marley asked Higgs to join the Wailers 
permanently, but, intent on a solo 
career, Higgs declined the offer. 

“JT never considered joining the 
Wailers,’’ he says flatly. ‘“‘I really 
believed in myself and wanted to do it 
on my own, that was my gamble. If I 
had known, in all honesty, how big the 
Wailers would be, I might have joined. 
But I wanted to gain recognition as Joe 
Higgs, and I still really believe in 
myself.’’ 

After two self-financed, self- 
produced records in Jamaica during 
the late ’70s, Higgs got a U.S. contract 
with Alligator Records in 1983. The 
resulting album, Triumph, received 
rave reviews and prompted Higgs to 
move to Los Angeles to work with 
friend and producer Lee Jaffe. 

“The first night I got here was 
Thanksgiving, and everywhere I went 
there was so much food,”’ he recalls, 
spreading his arms across the coffee 
table. ‘I was coming from my little 
place, you know, my little island where 
people were almost starving, and to see 
people eating so much food... .They 
just throw away what they don’t want. 


That night I started wishing I could 
mail some of the food to my people 
back home. I haven’t eaten a bite on 
Thanksgiving since then.”” 

Higgs misses home, but says life is a 
lot easier here than in Kingston. ‘‘The 
biggest difference here is I can look in 
my pockets and find a couple dollars,” 
he says, digging into his pants for 
proof. ‘‘Kingston isn’t home when you 
don’t have any money in your 
pockets.”’ 

Part of any Rastafarian’s reality is 
his or her plan to someday return to 
Africa. Many reggae artists, however, 
have become disillusioned after en- 


, countering real problems in the prom- 


ised land. On his first trip to Africa, 
Bob Marley was shocked to see that the 
level of starvation and disease in 
Ethiopia exceeded even that of his 
native Jamaica. Though Higgs has not 
been to Africa, he says these doubts 
betray religious doctrine. 

“You can’t say that just because 
Africa is full of problems right now, 
you would not go back, that is 
bullshit... .Bob Marley became a man 
of the flesh, not a man of the spirit, you 
know. It has been said that in a very 
short time there will be an exodus. This 
exodus cannot be avoided because in- 
ternational morality is at stake.’’ 

Higgs sprinkles the conversation 
with religious parables and prophesies, 
but he clearly draws a line between the 
spiritual and the practical. He is a 
proud spokesman for black liberation, 
but stops short of militance in his plea 
for racial unity. 

In the title track on Family, he sings, 
“Separation is the road to destruc- 
tion/Jah children you’re slipping 
away.’’ It’s a simple, direct message 
that characterizes Higgs’ role in reggae 
music, acting as its conscience even to- 
day. 

“If you separate a man because of 
race, no matter what race, that is 
segregation and it is the road to destruc- 
tion....I’ll tell you something that 
someone said before me. ‘He who 
walks with hate in his mind is a walking 
dead.’ Hate is always a tomb, you see. 
So, if I’m going to hate a white man 
because white people were my 
repressor, if I’m going to hate you and 
say you are guilty of your father’s 
crimes, it won’t do me any justice. Why 
should I want to kill you because your 
father was a killer?’’ 

Currently, Higgs is negotiating a deal 
for the release of his latest work, a 
recording featuring several covers of 
Bob Marley tunes recorded with the 
Wailers band. Though he wants to get 
out of Marley’s shadow, and admits the 
album was more Jaffe’s idea than his 
own, Higgs hopes the association will 
earn him some mainstream attention. 

“These are songs that I love, and I 
think I can sing them better than most 
people. It’s not a crutch, it’s just that 
[Marley] is the most successful expo- 
nent of the music.”’ 

Higgs breathes new life into the 
Wailers classic ‘‘Small Axe’’ and 
“Steppin Razor,’’ a tune he wrote and 
Peter Tosh recorded on Equal Rights. 
The record’s high point is a remake of 
“Sons of Garvey’’ from Higgs’ 1979 
album Unity is Power. Higgs updates 
the song, offering a call for black unity 
as well as a dance track that could pro- 
vide his breakthrough U.S. single. 

In a sold-out show at the Fillmore 
last February, Higgs thrilled the au- 
dience with his animated performance, 
dancing with the energy of a teenager 
and singing with the wisdom of a sage. 

‘‘Music is my teacher,’’ he says, 
describing his onstage attitude. ‘‘It 
gives me my satisfaction. Apart from 
my roots, my doctrine, my oneness, 
music is all that I can do. I only come to 
the stage with one understanding, and 
that is that the hour or two up there is 
given to me by God, and I must make 
the best of it.’’ La

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SISTER CITIES IN SONG 


La Penasends a valentine to the Salvadoran people

HE TERM ‘“‘Sister City’’ 
typically conjures up im- 
ages of unctuous politi- 
cians waving from the 
door of jetliners or shaking 
hands with the business leaders of a 
booming foreign metropolis. But, as in 
many of its civic affairs, Berkeley does 
things differently. Its sister-city rela- 
tionship with the besieged Salvadoran 
village of San Antonio Los Ranchos 
has involved much more than political 
junkets and gratuitous exchanges of 
products and souvenirs. This month, 
instead of a chamber-of-commerce 
point man, Berkeley is sending a mu- 
sical gift to the people of El Salvador — 
a tape recording of songs performed 
live this Sunday night by the La Pena 
Community Chorus and its audience. 

San Antonio Los Ranchos is one of 
the rural Salvadoran communities that 
has been repopulated after the govern- 
ment of El Salvador drove its peasant 
population into more easily managed 
refugee camps. Berkeley’s Sister City 
Project has included fundraising for 
direct aid in education, agriculture, 
reconstruction and emergency work, 
the establishment of sister-school rela- 
tionships for material assistance and 
communication between school-age 
children, the coordination of an 
emergency-response campaign and the 
sponsorship of educational house 
meetings and luncheons throughout 
the East Bay. When the mayor of San 
Antonio Los Ranchos, Amadeo Lo- 
pez, was seized and held by the military 
in December 1988, pressure from 
Berkeley Mayor Loni Hancock and 
Congressman Ron Dellums helped 
facilitate his release. 

This weekend’s benefit concert will 
raise funds for community develop- 
ment projects in San Antonio Los Ran- 
chos, but is just as significant as an ex- 
pression of solidarity between con- 
cerned Bay Area citizens and the 1,400 
residents of Los Ranchos. Toward that 
goal, the La Pena Community Chorus 
is the perfect vehicle. It was formed 12 
years ago by a community of Chilean 
exiles who left their homeland to escape 
the repression of the military dictator- 
ship, and who established the La Pena 
Cultural Center in Berkeley. The cho- 
tus has grown into a cultural entity in its 


own right, singing at marches, rallies 
and churches, and for shut-in people in 
convalescent homes and mental 
hospitals, the homeless and migrant 
workers in Central and Northern 
California labor camps. 

Dickie Magidoff is the longest con- 
tinuous member of the chorus, with 
nearly ten years of experience. Taking a 
short break last week from work as pro- 
duction manager of the Archetype 
typesetting shop in Berkeley, he ex- 
plained the group’s goals in the context 
of the Latin American New Song 
movement. ‘‘The chorus started in 
1978 as a group that would support 
events at La Pena and give people a 
chance to do music together,’’ he says. 
“It was pretty informal, almost like 
hootenannies. But it also brought to 
the Bay Area cultural community the 
music of the Latin American New 
Song, Nueva Cancion, that had 
developed all over Latin America in the 
late 50s and early ’60s, but which really 
flourished in Chile during the era of the 
democratically elected socialist govern- 
ment of Allende. The government real- 
ly encouraged people that we would 
think of as itinerant folksingers to 
travel and sing at workers’ clubs, 
peasants’ associations and trade-union 
halls, as well as at cultural institutions. 
The idea was to promote a popular 
culture that would have real roots in 
people’s experience in Chile. I always 
think of it as roughly analogous to what 
happened when people like Bob Dylan 
and Joan Baez were singing their music 
in this country in the early 60s, when it 
supported the political and social 
movements of the time. 

“‘The goal of the chorus,’’ he con- 
tinues, ‘‘is to stand in solidarity with 
the nations in Latin America, and all 
over the world for that matter. It’s kind 
of an act of solidarity just to sing these 
songs, to say that this is real and genu- 
ine music, something that we should try 
to understand, because understanding 
this music really helps you understand 
the minds of the people down there and 
what they’re going through. It’s an ex- 
pression of internationalism, really, 
and of trying to look for universal roots 
in these different kinds of music that 
support the things that people are do- 
ing to try and better their lives and look 
for justice and peace. We’ve grown 
from being an expression of the La 


Pena community to being a cultural ex- 
pression of our own. La Pena’s our 
base and a really important source of 
support and identity, but we do our 
own programming and planning.”’ 

The volunteer chorus has ranged in 
size from nine or ten singers to peaks of 
35 to 40 participants who range from 
absolute beginners to accomplished 
performers. It rehearses every Tuesday 
night at La Pena and combines one 
rehearsal a month with a potluck din- 
ner at a member’s house to discuss 
repertory and schedules. (“If you 
know any basses out there,’’ Magidoff 
notes, ‘‘we always need basses.’”) The 
programs include a mix of Latin 
American music, African songs and a 
number of North American songs in 
English from the African American, 
labor and feminist traditions. Two 
former chorus directors have also writ- 
ten major cantatas based on poems by 
Chilean poet Pablo Neruda — one an 
ode to Paul Robeson and the other, ac- 
cording to Magidoff, a ‘‘very modern- 
sounding’’ work called ‘‘The Road to 
Machu Picchu.’’ The current director 
is Rafael Manriquez, perhaps the Bay 
Area’s best-known Chilean musician. 
‘‘Rafael is one of the people who has 
been responsible for getting Nueva 
Cancion an audience, not only here but 
all over North America,’’ Magidoff en- 
thuses. ‘‘He’s an extraordinarily 
gracious and patient person. His depth 
of talent and experience and his iden- 
tification with the material really makes 
you want to sing it great.’” 

For this Sunday’s concert, the 
chorus has been rehearsing a song by 
the late Chilean songwriter Victor Jara, 
and another about Harriet Tubman, as 
well as a Cuban lullaby. There will also 
be several solo and small-group presen- 
tations, and three special community 
sing-alongs specifically directed to the 
people of San Antonio Los Ranchos. 
The tape of the concert will be sent 
along with the show’s proceeds as a 
“‘valentine’’ from the Sister City Proj- 
ect and its supporters. As Magidoff 
says, “‘Maybe get them singing down 
there, too.” |

IT COULD HAPPEN HERE 


‘The Heel’ isa modern parable of complacency in the face of fascism

HE 24-year old playwright 

David Barth has already 

distinguished himself as a 

fresh, quirky absurdist in 

Rat Pie, The Chicken 
Press and other short, ironic dramas. 
With The Heel, premiering now at the 
tiny 1800 Square Feet studio, his 
writing moves into a more ambitious 
dimension. 

The Heel brings to mind old Twilight 
Zone episodes and Harold Pinter’s 
classic drama of menace, The Birthday 
Party. In it, Barth concocts a modern 
parable about middle-class complacen- 
cy in the face of incipient fascism. The 
result is something both familiar and 
surprising, and, much of the time, 
grimly funny. 

Barth’s strategem is your basic /t 
Can’t Happen Here paranoid fantasy 
— the kind that may be coming back in 
vogue with an old CIA hand in the 
White House. Jeffrey Lewis (David 
Barth), a student at San Francisco State 
University, is expected home for 
Thanksgiving by his mild-mannered 
parents, Phil (Ron Kaell) and Peggy 
(Lynn Odell), But just before he 
breezes in (wearing a ‘‘Free James 
Brown’”’ T-shirt and reeking of pot), an 


enigmatic letter arrives via Federal Ex- 
press. It notifies the Lewis family that 
they will receive a “‘mandatory’’ visit 
that day from a state educational 
“‘policy’’ specialist. 

When the visitor, Bob Pine (Mike 
Girardin), enters their home, the 
mystery deepens. What is this 
intruder’s real mission? Is he a cop? A 
CIA operative? A university bureau- 
crat? Is Jeffrey in some kind of political 
or drug trouble? Moreover, why do the 
Lewises let a total stranger barge in on 
Thanksgiving and take over their living 
room? Why don’t they resist as their 
son is interrogated, and eventually 
roughed up? As the Kafkaesque visit 
progresses, and Pine’s tactics grow 
more violent and surreal, it feels like 
we’re in on some psychological warfare 
session out of the The Manchurian 
Candidate. Playwright Barth really 
knows how to crank up the tension, 
ease it a notch with humor, and then 
crank it back up higher. Mostly he 
keeps you guessing about what Pine 
will do and say next. The guy moves 
from smug Socratic questioning to 
rants about CIA drug connections and 
world economics to threats of rape and 
murder, without blinking an eye. And 
we’re as much in the dark about what 
he’s after as the cowering Lewises are. 

With the help of a good cast and 
C.W. Morgan’s intelligent direction, 
The Heel generates plenty of suspense 
and dry humor. It also vigorously 
drives home some political points. For 
example, that middle-class Americans 
are so naive, so sheeplike, that the iron 
heel of fascism could crush them (and 
their children) in nothing flat. And that 


college kids like Jeffrey aren’t much 
hipper: Their soft, ‘‘ambiguous’”’ 
politics won’t protect them when the 
heat really comes down, the play sug- 
gests. 

These rather broad indictments are 
often punched home effectively. But 
Barth missteps when he studs his 
dialogue with topical references and 
slips into sloganeering — e.g., in aram- 
bling, confused monologue about global 
drug trafficking and U.S. foreign 
policy and in fuzzy, tossed-off 
references to San Francisco State’s 
bloody strike of the 1960s. 

The show might benefit from less 
conspiracy theorizing and more elbow 
room. The small scale of 1800 Square 
Feet, a South of Market dance studio, 
makes the stage violence look hokey 
and obscures some key exits and en- 
trances. A better set is also in order: 
The Lewis home looks like it was 
decorated by the Salvation Army. The 
acting, however, stays right on target, 
especially Mike Girardin’s creepy Bob 
Pine, (He’s the kind of guy who can 
beat you up without ever mussing his 
windbreaker.) 

Intheend, The Hee/ doesn’t have the 
concentrated force of the early Pinter 
plays it resembles. The story’s am- 
biguities sometimes feel like confu- 
sions, and the Us vs. Them paranoia is 
atad too pat. But Barth’s gift for dead- 
pan horror, his ability to grip and keep 
an audience’s interest, are unmistake- 
able. And his willingness to look hard 
at his own generation — a new kind of 
lost generation, he suggests, who can’t 
count much on their parents or on each 
other — is discomfiting, and brave.

Inits first two programs, the SF Ballet takes some risks 


THE SAN FRANCISCO BALLET. At 
the War Memorial Opera House, SF.

OU HAVE to hand it to 


the San Francisco Ballet: 


Out of the seven pieces per- 

formed on the first two 

programs of its 1990 sea- 
son, one was a reprised commission 
from last year (James Kudelka’s 
wonderful Comfort Zone) and four of 
them were world premieres. The com- 
pany is obviously making a concerted 
effort to stretch the dancers’ range into 
new repertoire and present a variety of 
works, with emphasis on where the bal- 
let is going rather than where it has 
come from. This means that you some- 
times end up with less than master- 
pieces, but that is still preferable to an 
art becoming self-referential, and 
therefore increasingly academic. 

Both of the major new works were 
by women choreographers — ararity in 
itself. (There are probably still less than 
a handful of women choreographers 
who create for ballet.) Lisa de Ribere is 
a former member of the American 
Ballet Theatre who has embarked on a 
career as an independent choreograph- 
er; Brenda Way, of our own ODC, 
needs no introduction. Both women 
worked with themes from the popular 
culture of the past, and one can only 
speculate why they did not choose sub- 
jects closer to their own experience. 

De Ribere’s Harvest Moon, an hom- 
age to the popular dances of the second 


world war era, is set in a ’40s-style © 


public dance hall designed by Robert 
Wagner. The six large mirrors he 
placed behind the seating areas, in ad- 
dition to the mirrored support of the 
banquet tables, were a nice touch in the 
way they reflected the dancers’ 
movements in the small duos and solos, 
but were too much for the ensemble 
numbers, where they magnified the 
show’s untidiness and gave it acrowded 
and messy look. 

De Ribere is obviously a Gene Kelly 
admirer; her three soldiers on leave 


(Christopher Boatwright, Lawrence 
Pech and Christopher Stowell) at times 
looked as if they had stepped right out 
of On The Town. The slinking ball- 
room habitues and their zoot-suited 
and greased-hair partners (dressed by 
Theoni V. Aldredge) fervently prayed 
to the god of swing, rattling and shak- 
ing hands, heads and butts to some still- 
glorious Glenn Miller tunes. It was 
great fun for a while, but ultimately the 
lack of a choreographic vision became 
tiring. 

I suspect that De Ribere’s en- 
thusiasm for the exuberance of Glenn 
Miller-era dancing (I never thought I 
would see a WAC in toe shoes!) short- 
circuited her formal sense. Instead of 
taking advantage of the inherent con- 
tradiction between the containment of 
ballet and the looseness of popular 
dancing, which I think she was basical- 
ly aware of when she had the women 
jitterbug on point, she went for the 
flash and splash. The attempts at de- 
sign in the tableaus, circles, serpentines 
and interweaving block patterns of the 
ensemble numbers seemed predictable 
and obvious, at least to this viewer: 

There were some very successful 
vignettes, particularly for the men, like 
Boatwright’s solo when he is about to 
leave. All tied up with tiny, mincing 
steps, he fondles his officer’s cap and, 
lifting himself up with a heave, slides 
backward into a few more moments of 
exuberant R&R. The take-off on mili- 
tary saluting, strutting and stiff-legged 
marching by the MPs, helmets down to 
their noses and punch-kicking their 
way across the room, was simply 
delicious. So were the soldiers, blowing 
with the musicians, skittering and leap- 
ing, even somersaulting into the action, 
ready to raise, if not hell, at least the 
roof, 

If de Ribere could have used a more 
formal approach, Brenda Way had plenty. 
Her Krazy Kat was very stylized 
— perhaps too much s0, as it interfered 
with dramatic readability. Based on the 
long-running cartoon strip by George 
Herriman, with a gifted choreog- 
rapher, sets by painter Wayne 
Thiebaud, costumes by Sandra Wood- 
all and music by Jelly Roll Morton, 
Krazy had all the ingredients for a hit. 


But sometimes the cake just doesn’t 
quite rise the way it’s supposed to, and 
it’s difficult to figure out what went 
wrong with the darned thing. 

Maybe if you start with two-dimen- 
sional, black-and-white material that 
requires a common basis of understand- 
ing, you have the cards stacked 
against you from the beginning. Way 
seemed determined to keep the ballet 
non-dramatic and retain that two- 
dimensional quality. 

She repeatedly moved the chorus, 
the ‘‘dailies,’’ ritornellotike in waves 
of angular walks, flopping bodies and 
slouching postures across the stage, like 
old newsprint being churned into 
shreds. Thiebaud’s sets of pulled-down 
and rolled-in objects of exaggerated 
dimensions (a swiss cheese, a piano, a 
light bulb, a jailhouse, an almost 
Caligari-like court room) acted as 
visual exclamation points to the goings- 
on between Krazy, Offissa Pup and Ig- 
natz the mouse. There was no connec- 
tion among the various episodes — they 
just seemed to be incidents in a nutty 
world in which the only normal thing is 
acrazy cat. 

The vocabulary, particularly for 
Krazy (a wonderfully sinuous and 
pliant Grace Maduell) and Ignatz (a 
stiff-leggedly strutting Timothy Fox) 
seemed purposefully restricted and 
familiar to all who have ever watched 
Tom and Jerry cartoons. The dancers 
were excellent, particularly Maduell, 
but the work lacked the forward pro- 
pulsion (even if it is circular, ending up 
at the beginning) that is necessary in a 
work on stage. Stasis is one of the perils 
of translating a visual into a temporal 
tedium. 

Company artistic director Helgi 
Tomasson’s own premieres, Valses 
Poeticos and Con Brio, were clean and 
charming, though sadly anachronistic 
exercises of classicism. Both de Ribere 
and Way stuck their necks out and 
didn’t quite succeed; so did the San 
Francisco Ballet. I just wish Tomasson 
would do in his own choreography 
what he obviously is willing to do for 
the company. Stick your neck out. 
Dare to risk. Take a step into the 
unknown. Dance will be the better for 
it. a

Director Atom Egoyans new movie 
explores the effects of video on society 


SPEAKING PARTS. Directed by 
Atom Egoyan. At the Roxie, SF.

TOM EGOYAN is a 

hypocrite. He said it, I 

didn’t. ‘‘Ultimately,’’ 

he says, noting that he 

has to stop saying 
“ultimately,’’ “I’m so conscious of im- 
ages and a society saturated with them, 
it’s the ultimate hypocrisy that I’m con- 
tributing to it — I just know that I love 
making images.”’ 

More preppy than punkish, the Can- 
adian filmmaker is enthusiastic and 
garrulous, able to discuss his work in- 
telligently without pontificating, and as 
willing to listen as to speak. He talks so 
much about ‘‘trying to create an open 
dialogue with the audience’’ and 
always ‘‘questioning’’ that you might 
expect to be given a quiz after watching 
one of his films. ~ 

““At this stage in my life, three films 
in,’’ Egoyan says, *‘I don’t trust myself 
to manipulate audiences. I keep saying, 
‘Next time I’ll make the beginning in- 
viting, then go off the other way,’ but 
then I get started and I have to let peo- 
ple know at the outset it’s going to re- 
quire a high level of concentration.”’ 


His analysis makes his work sound 
more difficult to watch than it is. True, 
it requires more thought than the bud- 
dy-movie-of-the-week, and he doesn’t 
use plots familiar enough to sing along 
with at first viewing, but neither is he so 
self-indulgent that no one else can 
understand his films. He’s one of the 
few experimental filmmakers whose 
experiments succeed, whose pictures 
could entertain large audiences, if they 
could be persuaded to watch them. 

In Next of Kin (1984), a bored young 
WASP pretends to be the long-lost son 
of an Armenian family, and joins their 
household. The more complex Family 
Viewing (1987) has a young man movy- 
ing in with a woman with a phone sex 
business. One of her best customers is 
the youth’s father, who is videotaping 
sex with his mistress, erasing the fami- 
ly’s old home movies in the process. 

Like these, Egoyan’s new film, 
Speaking Parts, explores the effects of 
video on society and new ways of rede- 
fining family. He integrates these 
themes in wildly different ways in each 
film, with characters who are often 
alienated but trying to fit in. 

In Speaking Parts, Lance (Michael 
McManus), true to his name (slightly 
more subtle than Penis), always knows 
where he can fit in — between a woman’s 


Stoli. For the purist. 
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legs. He works in the housekeeping 
department of a hotel while waiting for 
his acting career to take off, and he’s 
not above providing a little extra 
“room service.”’ 

Working in the same department is 
Lisa (Arsinee Khanjian), who is so in- 
fatuated with Lance that she spends her 
spare time watching videos of films he’s 
been an extra in. Eddy (Tony Nardi), a 
clerk in the video store, becomes in- 
terested in Lisa, and lets her assist him 
in his sideline, videotaping weddings, 
bisexual orgies and such. 

Lance gets a chance at his first speak- 
ing part when Clara (Gabrielle Rose) 
checks into the hotel. She’s written a 
film script based on her relationship 
with her brother, who died giving her a 
kidney. Because she had an incestuous 
desire for him, she’s attracted to the 
similar-looking Lance, and recom- 
mends him for the part. 

In videophone conversations with 
her producer, Clara learns that her 
script is being altered, and she grows in- 
creasingly distraught. The producer, 
whose background is in TV, won’t 
listen to her: ‘‘People have always 
watched what J’d like to watch. 

Although these people’s lives are 
film-centered, video is essential to 
them. In a marvelously surrealistic 
scene, a mausoleum vault opens to 
réveal a video screen. When they’re 
separated, Lance and Clara continue 
their affair by masturbating over a 
videophone. Clara comes across much 
warmer on the video screen than in per- 
son. (That’s because, Egoyan theo- 
rizes, “‘Once you’ve contained someone 
on a screen you’re not as physically in- 
timidated by him.’’) 

McManus is a James Dean for the 
’90s, soulless and detached, a less 
druggy version of Michael Hutchence 
in Dogs in Space. 

Speaking Parts has an intriguing 
story, but it’s only made special by 
Egoyan’s perspective on communica- 


tion and the lack of it in the world to- 
day. He is a unique young filmmaker, 
who moves a step closer to mass au- 
dience accessibility with this latest of- 
fering. 

Born in Egypt to Armenian parents 
who moved to Canada when he was 
three, Egoyan relates to ‘marginalized 
characters, people who exist on the out- 
skirts of society,’’ because he felt that 
way growing up and learning English as 
a second language at an early age. 

He was named ‘‘Atom’’ because 
there was an atomic reactor in Egypt, 
and his parents thought it represented 
the dawn of a new age. To show that 
wordplay is in his genes, he admits 
almost blushingly that he has a sister 
named Eve. 

If there’s no ego in Egoyan, part of it 
is attributable to his Canadian in- 
feriority complex. While the video 
store in Speaking Parts has the work of 
Canadian directors prominently dis- 
played, in reality, Egoyan says, ‘‘There 
are video stores in Canada where if you 
want to see a Canadian film you have to 
look in the ‘Foreign Films’ section. 

““As Canadians, we don’t lead a 
larger-than-life existence. That’s why 
we don’t have the star system. Our ac- 
tors don’t act as though they have a 
right to be on the screen.”’ 

Egoyan doesn’t think his concept of 
family is as radical as it appears on the 
surface, My values are, in a weird way, 
traditional,’’ he says, ‘‘but while the 
family structure is traditional, the 
figures you choose to put in it may not 
be....There’s no alternative to the 
social unit. You can’t make a film 
without some kind of a social unit, ex- 
cept about a hermitic existence. 

“When I made Next of Kin my own 
family was in the process of breaking 
up, and so my uncle’s family looked in- 
viting to me and I mentally projected 
myself into it.’’ 

That first feature didn’t turn out the 
way Egoyan intended it to, he says, 


‘‘which was the best thing that could 
have happened.”’ It was meant to be a 
lot more distancing, but became emo- 
tional as the lead character got into his 
new family. 

“When I make a film, it’s purely 
emotional,’’ Egoyan says. ‘‘It’s only 
afterward that it becomes intellectual.’’ 

The process may be emotional, but it 
begins with an intellectual concept. In 
the making of Speaking Parts, that 
concept changed considerably. Egoyan 
says he intended far more sexual am- 
biguity. He wanted a totally androgyn- 
ous actor to play Lance, but ‘‘It’s very 
difficult to find androgyny.’’ The idea 
was to let you think Lisa was infatuated 
with a woman for the first few minutes, 
until Lance finally speaks. Lance was 
to look like a woman with his long hair 
down, and like a man when he pulled it 
back in a pony tail. 

To keep from specifying the gender 


of the clients Lance services, Egoyan 


put a woman’s wig on a man who is 
seen only in silhouette in the shower. 
The feminine-appearing ‘‘House- 
keeper’s Pet,’’ the director reveals, is 
actually the androgynous man who had 
been his first choice to play Lance, but 
who proved incapable of handling the 
part. 

Egoyan is considering Show and Tell 
as the title of his next film, which he’s 
scripting now and plans to shoot this 
summer, but he’s afraid that people 
who didn’t experience it in school 
won’t understand that meaning. 

Noting his preference for elective 
families and multiple-entendre titles, I 
suggest Domestic Partners, and explain 
San Francisco’s defeated legislation. 
Egoyan says Canada awards ‘‘com- 
mon-law’’ status to couples of what- 
ever gender configuration who have 
been living together for two years in a 
sexual relationship. ‘‘I wonder how 
they know you have a sexual relation- 
ship,”’ he adds, asif it’s occurred to him 
for the first time. He and actress Ar- 


sinee Khanjian, who appears in his 
films, are in a common-law marriage, 
he says. 

Movies don’t have the mystique they 
once did, Egoyan feels, because, since 
the video revolution, ‘‘Making images 
is part of our collective consciousness, 
and in another ten years everyone will 
have the means.”’ 

For all his ongoing commentary 
about the video explosion, Egoyan 
never indicates whether he finds it a 
good thing. ‘‘I think Speaking Parts ac- 
curately reflects my own ambiguity,” 
he says. ‘‘When you’re bombarded 
with images as we are, we have to 
choose which images to accept and 


which ones to reject. If not, you 
become like a sponge, just soaking up 
everything.”’ 

“‘The making and watching of im- 
ages has become so easy you don’t 
think of the implications.’’ He tells an 
amusing story of Khanjian, who was 
born in Lebanon and doesn’t have all 
the same cultural references as native 
North Americans, seeing a commercial 
in which the Smothers Brothers eat 
breakfast in their bathrobes and bicker 
about cereals. Not knowing who they 
were, she jumped to a more obvious 
conclusion, Egoyan says, and told him, 
“That’s the first time I’ve seen two 
homosexuals in acommercial.”’ a

UESDAYS ARE a 

good night to go out. 

They’re right in bet- 

ween Mondays, which 

require premeditated 
energy, and Wednesdays, when the 
weekend’s getting started. But 
Tuesday, Jan. 30th was even better 
than usual. It was the day Barbara 
Manning played the best show I’ve 
ever seen her play. 

The show was a one-time-only, 
all-electric performance of her solo 
record, Scissors, with a four-piece 
back-up band. Now what’s unique 
is that those songs rarely if ever get 
played live, and never before has 
Barbara fronted her own band like 
that. The lineup? It was an all-star 
revue of local players, some the very 
ones (now ain’t that a coincidence) 
who played on Barbara’s record.

Union Local 282 played lead guitar, 
Kim Osterwalder from Flophouse 
played cello, Melanie Clarin from 
Harm Farm was on drums and Greg 
Freeman played bass. (Greg played 
for a time with The Call and then a 
more obscure band called Pell Meili, 
but in the past couple of years has 
gained a reputation locally as a pro- 
ducer. His credits include Barbara’s 
record, the Donner Party and 
World of Pooh — he’s sort of the 

Mitch Easter of San Francisco.) 
Barbara used to go to Chico State 
and play in a band called 28th Day, 
who had one record on Enigma. 
When that fizzled she moved to San 
Francisco. She wrote most of Scis- 
sors around that time, eventually 
making a demo tape that a year or 
two later became the second release 
on Pat Thomas’s Heyday label. She 
never had her own band, and 
doesn’t have any desire to create 
one, preferring instead to play in a 
band. So for the last year she’s been 
a full-time member of World of 
Pooh, playing bass and sharing 
vocal and songwriting duties with 
Brandon Kearney. She does play 
solo on occasion, but often with an 
electric guitar — she insists she’s 
very much ota folksinger.

The Scissors show proved that. 
The songs were much stronger with 
a full band, played loud like they 
were meant to be played, and 


sounding closer to X than any other - 


comparison [I can think of. I had 
chills through the rich renditions of

and ‘‘Scissors’’ through the 
whole set, really. And while the 
show was amazing, and everyone 
there seemed genuinely moved, I 
don’t think she’s going to repeat it 
any time soon. And that’s fine. 
World of Pooh is on a roll them- 
selves these days, and the Scissors 
album is a work of the past. The 
show did prove, however, that Bar- 
bara’s more than capable of leading 
a band herself, if she should ever 
feel the calling.

Three friends and [ hit 
the Tenderloin bar not knowing 
who was playing, and were treated 
to a straight-ahead, blues-based 
guitar/bass/drums trio led by Vie 
Jones, a quiet man in a sea-green 
shirt and black leather shoes with a 
taging orange guitar.

Paintings by 
Nathan Oliveira 


ff you had to describe Nathan 
Oliveira’s angst-ridden self- 
portraits in just two words, 
existential expressionism would 
do it. The lost sc’'!s who stare 
out from inside turbulent voids 
initially hark back to the heyday 
of abstract expressionism, when 
existentialism was the major 
topic of discussion in art circles. 
But Oliveira’s artistic roots 
actually go back even further 
than this — all the way back, in 
fact, to the late 19th century and 
the similarly tormented self- 
portraits of Van Gogh and 
Edvard Munch. Like that famous 
pair of alienated artists, Oliveira 
uses art as a means to exorcise 
personal demons and grapple 
with such perennial questions as 
the meaning of life, the role of 
the artist in society and the 
purpose (if any) of art in general.

Dance of Hope 


As a marketing gimmick to call 
attention to the brutality of the 
Pinochet regime, under which 
Chileans were arrested and 
“disappeared,” tortured and ex- 
ecuted without due process, 
some of the country’s women 
took to dancing the normally 
romantic cueca without partners. 
Deborah Shaffer’s film fails to 
explain when and where they 
performed, but does a nice job of 
exploring how and why Pinochet 
was voted out of power in the 
plebiscite of Oct. 5, 1988 — 
Chile's first election in 15 years. 
Interviews in the weeks before 
the election show the “haves” 
credit Pinochet for their wealth 
and for keeping the ‘“‘com- 
munists and Marxists” out of 
Chile. The poor and unemployed 
feel any change would be for the 
better, and tell horror stories of 
“disappeared” relatives. Though 
the outcome is history, the film 
builds suspensefully toward it.
